Good evening and thank you, all of you, for joining me here this 
evening. What | have to say to you tonight may be surrounded with 
an air of celebration and festivity, but my message is one that | 
hope you will carry home with you, reflect on and, yes, act on. 


For tonight, here together, we face the beginning of not just a new 
decade, but the dawn of a renewed spirit of cooperation in this 
community. 


We must put aside the luxury of political and philosophical 
differences, for we face challenges and responsibilities that 
transcend all boundaries. 


Lansing is a privileged community, a jewel of mid-Michigan—with 
more parks per capita than any community our size anywhere in 
the country; with the best trained public safety response teams 
anywhere in the state; with more than thirty neighborhood 
organizations working to help build and rebuild our community. We 
are home to the State Capitol, rich in historical detail and host to 
more than 100,000 visitors every single year. We are home to the 
Reatta Craft Centre team—the real stars of the Detroit Auto Show, 
we are home to museums and theatres, galleries and lofts: we are 
home to one of the largest community colleges in the nation and we 
are home to the fastest growing law school in the state; and finally, 
we are home to 133,000 friends, families and neighbors. 


Incase you have forgotten in this era of rapid change, rapid growth 
and little time—in this era of fax machines, car phones, answering 
machines, call waiting and call forwarding; in this era of fast food, 
fast cars and fast lanes; let me remind you of something that may 
have been lost in the shuffle: Lansing is our home. It is the haven 
where we raise our families, it is the refuge where we plan our 
futures, it is the sanctuary where we build our lives together. 


But all too often we take Lansing—our home—for granted. 


We have had a year of great accomplishments, a year that saw us 
reach new heights and meet adversity head-on. 


We have had a year of new buildings like the Grand Tower, the 
Victor, the Phoenix, the Ellis Lottery Building, the Capitol Commons 
Office Center, and the Target and Sam's wholesale stores located 
along the new Edgewood Boulevard. 


And we have hada year of protective barricades, as we pushed the 
drug dealers out of our neighborhoods, armed our officers with 
semi-automatic weapons and made our streets safer for our 
residents. 


We have had a year of renewed hope, with groups like the South 
Central Neighborhood Organization and the Single Parent Family 
Institute rising to meet the needs of single-parent families in our 
community. 


And we have had a year of volunteered help, with the outstanding 
work of groups like the Lansing Neighborhood Council and its 
summer house painting blitz, and the Greater Lansing Area Food 
Bank and its continued drive to feed the hungry. 


We have had a year of needless division, as the hue and cry over 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Boulevard/Logan Street threatened to tear 
at the very fiber of this community. 


And we have hada year of courageous decision, as white business 
leaders from the southside of Lansing joined with Black ministers 
to forge a tribute to Dr. King that drew on patience, acceptance and 
understanding. 


But have we done enough, Lansing? 


No. Not until every child is safe and warm, embraced in the comfort 
of home and family. 


Have we done enough, Lansing? 


No. Not until every neighborhood has realized its full potential, 
blossoming with quality, affordable, owner-occupied housing. 


Have we done enough, Lansing? 


No. Not until every dope dealer is behind bars and every barricade 
in every neighborhood is put back into storage and forgotten. 


Have we done enough, Lansing? 


No. Not until every piece of vacant property in every corner of this 
City becomes a site for a home, a park, a playground ora business. 


Have we done enough, Lansing? 


No. Not until the dream of Martin Luther King, Jr. has become a 
reality and racism is banished once and for all from our institutions, 
and from our hearts. 


Many of you here tonight are leaders in this community 


today—leaders like Jud Werbelow and Mel Kent from the Greater 
Lansing Chamber of Commerce, Priscilla Holmes from the Lansing 
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Neighborhood Council, Camille Abood and Patricia Curran with the 
Greater Lansing Area Food Bank, Charley Janssen and Kevin 
McKinney with the Zero Tolerance Task Force, Willard Walker and 
Sherry Johnson with the Lansing Police Commission and the 
Martin Luther King Holiday Commission, Delma Lopez with the 
_ Lansing Housing Commission, Glenn Freeman with the Greater 

Lansing Labor Council, and the Reverend Joseph Graves with the 
Pastors Conference—to name just a few of the hundreds of people 
who contribute to this community. 


But also with us tonight are the community leaders of tomorrow— 
the future business leaders and labor leaders, community 
organizers and elected officials. 


These young people.are the student council officers of Eastern, 
Everett, Sexton, Lansing Christian and Lansing Catholic Central 
high schools. They will be the ones to govern us in the next century. 


Their eyes are upon us. 


So tonight we must turn our eyes to the future. We must look 
beyond today and concentrate our energies on tomorrow. 


We cannot move toward the 21st century with blinders on—and we - 


cannot expect others to solve our problems for us. We must build 
the future of Lansing together: this is our city; this is our challenge; 
this is our responsibility. 


| present to you tonight an ambitious agenda that embraces, 
supports, prods and nurtures the very heart of this community. 


The challenges we face together are not easy. They demand 
strength and wisdom, cooperation and perseverance. Above all, 
they demand that we do what is right for our community, not just 
what is politically palatable. 


This, then, is our call to action for 1990: 


First, for the entire region . . . 

| call on my colleagues in local government to join with me—to look 
beyond our political and geographic boundaries by creating a 
Greater Lansing Metropolitan Council. Let us take advantage of a 
brand new state law that helps local governments work together to 
solve problems of mutual concern so that this region. as a region, 
may regulate the use of our lands and waters and manage our 
waste collectively. 


Let us solve our problems together instead of fighting among 
ourselves, pointing fingers of blame and self-righteously absolving 
ourselves of responsibility for the future. Our two regional summits, 
with a third scheduled for later this month, have shown that we 
have a great deal in common. We have talked enough about what 
we can do. Now is the time to start doing. 


Next, for not just our region, but for the good of the entire state . .. 
| call for city-wide curbside recycling by July, 1991, with voluntary 
recycling programs, as discussed by some of my council 
colleagues, to begin yet this year. To accomplish this mission, | 
support the introduction of a model ordinance mandating the 
program. | alsorecommend the adoption of similar programs 
across the region and | will appoint a recycling coordinator to 
develop a comprehensive city-wide recycling program that 
_ involves the entire community. 


In this city alone we throw away the equivalent of nearly five million 
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bags of garbage every year. With only ten years left at our landfills, 
we are going to have to sacrifice throw-away convenience. 


‘As citizens of one of only six Clean Michigan pilot project 


communities in the state, we have an opportunity to demonstrate to 
the rest of Michigan how effectively and efficiently we can become 
a committed recycling community. | am confident that, together, 
we will make Lansing known nationwide for its commitment to the 
environment. 


But we must go beyond simply recycling our own trash. We must 
also actively support all aspects of recycling—and that includes 
developing industries that manufacture recyclable products from 
recycled goods. And then we have to commit to buying those 
products. m 


For our economy .. . 

| call for constant vigilance as we continue to be buffeted by 
changing economic tides. Even as we sit here tonight, some of our 
friends, our neighbors and our families are facing troubled times as 
the American auto industry braces itself for the 1990s. We must 
continue to pursue economic diversity, building on high-tech 
successes like Neogen, MBI, and Himont, while we balance our 
dependency on the automotive industry by recruiting new industry 
and new jobs to our region that will take advantage of our skilled 
work force. Governor Blanchard has called for increased efforts to 
attract recycling industries to Michigan. Let this community lead 
the charge. 


For our neighborhoods, the very foundation of our community . . . 
| call for a strategic planning conference to be held this spring that 
will seek to increase owner-occupied housing by increasing the 
availability of affordable homes and the quality of our aging 
housing stock. 


As part of this conference | call, too, for an accurate assessment of 
our housing needs as we seek to stabilize our neighborhoods. 


Here, too, we must recognize that we are part of a thriving regional 
community. We cannot stand idly by as people move to the 
suburbs and beyond, leaving the city behind. We must combine all 
of our resources—public and private—to support our urban core. 


That means that suburban communities with no-growth, slow- 
growth factions are encouraged to send that growth right back into 
the city, where it will be welcomed with open arms. 


That means, too, that we must build and expand on the success 
stories of men and women like Dale Goodrich and Mary and Lance 
Clark, whose efforts through the Lansing Reinvestment Corpora- 
tion are turning Lansing’s Green Oaks neighborhood back to the 
people who live there. 


| urge the citizens of this region—our neighborhood organizations, 
our bankers, builders, developers, realtors, homeowners, tenants 
and landlords—to join me in this very important effort. 


For our children, our future leaders . . . 

| call for the creation of a Kids Community Council, made up of 
young people who will advise and counsel this city and its leaders 
as we seek to provide innovative programs that will truly address 
the needs of the children of the ‘90s. 


Our efforts will concentrate on prevention, not detention, as we 
work diligently to coordinate all youth outreach services, maintain 
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our successful youth hotline, and expand the hours of our 
adolescent center—because being a kid is not a nine-to-five job. 


Lansing is a city of families. We must work to meet the needs of 
those families as they struggle to raise responsible, committed, 
confident young people who will contribute much to this 
community. 


And finally, for our safety . . . 

Let us once and for ail put the squeeze on dope dealers, pushers 
and users—the scum and the scourge of every community in this 
country. 


Last year | added two investigators and one crime analyst to our 
REACH efforts. We barricaded neighborhoods and established a 
crack hotline. By maintaining constant pressure, we have not 
allowed drug dealers the luxury of feeling secure within our 
neighborhoods. 


We have some of the most innovative law enforcement programs 
in the country right here in Lansing, with our REACH teams 
cracking down in record numbers, moving in on nearly 200 raids 
and arresting twice as many drug offenders—nearly 1,000—as last 
year. 


| am proud that, unlike many cities around the state and the 
country, we are an equal opportunity enforcer in this town. We 
make arrests regardless of race, creed, color, gender or national 
origin. 


We are doing more to fight the drug war in our community than 
almost any city in America. We are doing it better, and we are doing 
it first. 


But is this enough? Clearly not. 


So within weeks, | will assign two police officers to targeted 
neighborhoods for intensive community-based enforcement, 
similar to Governor Blanchard’s Beat Cop Plus program. Two more 
officers will be added later this year. 


But that is only four officers, against how many? 


Therefore, | call for the creation of a third REACH team—so that we 
can provide 24-hour-a-day, seven-day-a-week pressure on street 
level dealers, crack house operators and users so that they will 
never feel secure against detection and arrest. 


And while the state of Michigan may declare the areas around our 
schools as drug free zones, | say we must go beyond the schools 
and the playgrounds. 


| say it is time to declare the entire city of Lansing a drug-free 
community, with mandatory penalties that will make it so 
inconvenient, so costly and so burdensome to do business—drug 
business in this town that dealers will turn their backs on Lansing 
and go back to where they came from. 


| call for mandatory minimum penalties for frequenting a drug 
house, and | call for the declaration of known drug houses as public 
nuisances. 


| pledge to put before this City Council a crime package that will 
limit judicial discretion and ensure that those who do the crime do 
the time. 


COUNCIL PROCEEDING 20 


Make no mistake: this war we are waging against drugs in our 
community demands that we make tough choices. Every skirmish 
and every raid costs money, and we are waging battles—costly 
battles—every day. 


When we faced the enemy in the 1940s, this community dug a little 
deeper, and with a commitment to victory built the U.S.S. Hunt to 
take on those who would enslave the world. Today we must have 
that same level of commitment if we are to defeat those who would 
enslave our children with drugs. 


Prevention costs, and so does detention. So we have streamlined 
government and automated government. And we will continue to 
put city government under a microscope, searching for ways to cut 
costs and cut corners. But the factis, the fat has been cut. We have 
held the line on taxes and preserved public service. 


| pledge to you tonight that there will be no cuts—absolutely no 
cuts—in the police department. But a new REACH team will require 
additional resources. Enforcing new mandatory penalties, 
declaring drug houses public nuisances and making sure drug 
dealers go behind bars will require new resources. 


It is up to you, the citizens of this community, to make the tough 
choices. Within weeks | will recommend to this council and to you, 
the voters of this city, a special millage for drug prevention and 
enforcement that will allow us to escalate this war on drugs. 


Will we win this war, or will we, the entire community, fall victim to it? 
The decision will be in your hands. 


| am fully aware that | have proposed ambitious initiatives for this 
city: a Greater Lansing Metropolitan Council, city-wide curbside 
recycling by ‘91, a Kids Community Council, a strategic planning 
conference on housing, a drug-free community that mandates 
harsh penalties against drug dealers, and a special millage for drug 
prevention and enforcement for the people to decide. 


Tonight call upon you—all of you—to help me pursue this agenda. 


Our success lies not just in what you demand of this city, but in 
what you demand of each other. 


This city—your home, my home, our home deserves our continued 
commitment and participation. Join your local neighborhood 
organization and contribute to the solution, not the problem. Start 
sorting your trash now, separating plastics, newspapers, cans and 
glass. Buy recycled products. Be a part of your neighborhood 
watch group, and if your neighborhood doesn’t have one, then take 
the initiative to start one yourself. . 


Most of all, keep your eyes and ears open. Take care of yourselves, 
and take care of each other. 


The ‘90s will be a race against time. We have one decade—just ten 
short years—before we reach the year 2000. 


Whether we like it or not, we are in this race together. Let us not run 
away, let us not run in circles. Let us run together. 


We are on the last lap of the century, my friends. Let us cross the 
finish line together, smiling and triumphant, confident in the 
knowledge that we have not only finished the race, but indeed, we 
have won.

IMMEDIATE ACTION AND PLACE THE COSTS OF CORRECT- 
ING THE VIOLATION OR SITUATION ON THE TAX ROLL AND 
PROVIDING THAT EFFECTIVE ONE (1) YEAR FROM THE DATE 
OF PASSAGE OF THE ORDINANCE ALL RESIDENTIAL STRUC- 
TURES IN THE CITY OF LANSING, WHETHER OWNER OCCU- 
PIED OR OTHERWISE, SHALL HAVE SMOKE DETECTORS. 
The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Part 14, Title Six, Chapter 1460, Section 1460.17, 
1460.21, 1460.24 And adding a new Section 1 460.29 of the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended to be 
read as follows: 

1460.17 MECHANICAL REQUIREMENTS. 

(a) Heating. Every dwelling unit and guest room shall be provided 
with heating facilities capable of maintaining a room temperature 
of seventy degrees Fahrenheit at a point three feet above the floor 
in all habitable rooms. Such facilities shall be installed and 
maintained in a safe condition and in accordance with the Uniform 
Building Code, the Uniform Mechanical Code and all other 
applicable laws. No unvented fuel-burning heater shall be 
permitted. Ail heating devices or appliances shall be of an 
approved type. 

(b) Electrical Equipment. All electrical equipment, wiring and 
appliances shall be installed and maintained in a safe manner in 
accordance with all applicable laws. All electrical equipment shall 
be of an approved type. 

Where there is electrical power available within 300 feet of the 
premises of any building, such building shall be connected to such 
electrical power. Every habitable room shall contain at least two 
supplied electric convenience outlets or one such convenience 
Outlet and one supplied electric light fixture. Every water closet 
compartment, bathroom, laundry room, furnace room and public 
hallway shall contain at least one supplied electric light fixture. 
(c) Ventilation. Ventilation for rooms and areas and for fuel-burning 
appliances shall be provided as required in the Uniform 
Mechanical Code and in this chapter. Where mechanical 
ventilation is provided in lieu of the natural ventilation required by 
Section 1460.14, such mechanical ventilating system shall be 
maintained in operation during the occupancy of any building or 
portion thereof. 

1460.21 HAZARDOUS OR UNSANITARY PREMISES. 

(a) In General. Any premises or portion thereof on which there 
exists any of the following listed conditions shall be deemed and is 
hereby declared to be a substandard premises: 

(1) Growth of grass and/or weeds exceeding twelve inches in 
height; 

(2) Accumulation of junk, debris, dead organic matter, garbage, 
offal or rat harborages; 

(3) Accumulation of combustible material or other fire hazard; 

(4) Existence of any physical health hazard as determined by the 
County Health Officer or as defined as such by statute or 
ordinance; and 

(5) Existence or maintenance of an attractive nuisance as 
defined in Section 1460.04(23)B. 

(b) Nuisances. 

(1) Any condition, the existence of which causes any premises 
to be substandard, as defined in this section, is hereby declared to 
be a nuisance and is subject to abatement pursuant to Section 
1460.22, Common Law or statute. If a violation of paragraph (a)(1) 
THROUGH (a)(4) hereof is not corrected after notice is given 
pursuant to Section 1460.22, then the City, through the Director of 
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Building Safety, or its contracted agent at the direction of the 
Director, may enter upon the premises and destroy, by cutting; any 
grass or weeds or remove or abate any such health hazard. 

(2) Any expense, including the administration costs to the City, 
incurred in the destruction, removal or abatement shall be paid by 
the owner or party in interest in whose name the property appears 
on the City's real property tax assessment records. 

(3) The expense incurred shall be a lien against the real property 
and shall be reported to the City Assessor who shall assess the 
same against the property on which the nuisance was located. 

(4) The owner or party in interest in whose name the property 

appears upon the last local tax assessment records shall be 
notified of the amount of such cost by first class mail at the address 
shown on the records. If he or she fails to pay the same within thirty 
days after mailing, by the City Assessor, of the notice of the amount 
thereof, the City Assessor shall add the same to the next tax roll of 
the City and the same shall be collected in the same manner in all 
respects as provided by law for the collection of taxes by the City. 
(c) Enforcement. Whenever a premises is determined to have a 
condition that causes such premises to be a substandard 
premises, it shall be deemed to be a violation of Section 1460.09. 
1460.24 UNSAFE OR DANGEROUS BUILDINGS. 
(a) In General. No owner or agent thereof shall keep or maintain 
any unsafe or dangerous building. “Unsafe or dangerous building,” 
as used in this section, means any building which has any of the 
defects or is in any of the conditions hereinafter described: 

(1) Whenever any door, aisle, passageway, stairway or other 
means of exit does not conform to the Fire Prevention Code and the 
Uniform Building Code; 

(2) Whenever any portion has been damaged by fire, wind, flood 
or any other cause in such a manner that the structural strength or 
stability is appreciably less than it was before such catastrophe 
and is less than the minimum requirements of the Uniform Building 
Code for a new building or similar structure, purpose or location; 

(3) Whenever any portion, member or appurtenance is likely to 
fall or become detached or dislodged, or to collapse and thereby 
injure persons or damage property; 

(4) Whenever any portion has settled to such an extent that walls 
or other structural portions have materially less resistance to wind 
than is required in the case of new construction; 

(5) Whenever the building or structure, or any part thereof, 
because of dilapidation, deterioration, decay, faulty construction, 
removal or movement of some portion of the ground necessary for 
the purpose of supporting such building or portion thereof, or for 
any other reason, is likely to partially or completely collapse, or 
some portion of the foundation or underpinning is likely to fall or 
give way; 

(6) Whenever, for any reason whatsoever, the building or 
structure or any portion thereof is manifestly unsafe for the purpose 
for which it is used; 

(7) Whenever the building or structure has been so damaged by 
fire, wind or flood, or has become so dilapidated or deteriorated, as 
to become an attractive nuisance to children who might play 
therein to their danger, or as to afford a harbor for vagrants or other 
persons, or as to enable persons to resort thereto for the purpose of 
committing a nuisance or any lawful act; 

(8) Whenever a building or structure, used or intended to be used 
for dwelling purposes, because of dilapidation, decay, damage, 
faulty construction or arrangement or otherwise, is unsanitary or 
unfit for human habitation, or is in a condition that is likely to cause 
sickness or disease when so determined by the County Health 


Officer, or is likely to work injury to the health, safety or general 
welfare of those living within; or 

(9) Whenever any building becomes vacant, dilapidated and 
open at a door or window, leaving the interior of the building 
exposed to the elements or accessible to entrance by trespassers. 
(b) Vacation. Ifthe building or structure is in such a condition as to 
make it immediately dangerous to the life, limb, property or safety of 
the public or the occupants thereof, it shall be ordered to be 
vacated. A sign shall be posted at or upon each exit of the building 
and shall be in substantially the following form: 

DO NOT ENTER 
UNSAFE TO OCCUPY 
It is a misdemeanor to occupy this building, 
or to remove or deface this notice. 
Building Safety Division 
City of Lansing 
No person shall remain in or enter any building which has been so 
posted, except that entry may be made to repair, demolish or 
remove such building under permit. No person shall remove or 
deface any such notice after it is posted until the required repair, 
demolition or removal has been completed, until the Director of 
Building Safety has given written permission that the sign be 
removed and until a certificate of occupancy, if applicable, has 
been issued pursuant to the Uniform Building Code. 
(c) Recordation of Unsafe or Dangerous Condition. When the 
Director has determined that a building is unsafe or dangerous, he 
or she shall file in the office of the Register of Deeds a notice 
describing the property and certifying that the building is an unsafe 
or dangerous building and that the owner has been so notified. 
Whenever the corrections ordered are thereafter completed or the 
building demolished so that it no longer exists as an unsafe or 
dangerous building on the property described in the notice, the 
Director shail file a new notice with the Register of Deeds certifying 
that the building has been demolished or that all required 
conditions have been met so that the building is no longer unsafe or 
dangerous. 
(d) Notices. 

(1) When the whole or any part of any building or structure is 
found to be in a dangerous or unsafe condition, the Director shall 
issue a notice of the dangerous and unsafe condition. 

(2) Such notice shall be directed to the owner, agent or lessee 
registered with the Division of Building Safety. Ifno owner, agent or 
lessee has been registered, then the notice shall be directed to 
each owner of or party in interest in the building in whose name the 
property appears on the last local tax assessment records. 

(3) The notice shail specify the time and place of a hearing on the 
condition of the building or structure at which time and place the 
person to whom the notice is directed shall have the opportunity to 
show cause why the building or structure should not be ordered to 
be demolished or otherwise made safe. 

(4) The Mayor shall appoint two or more Hearing Officers to 
serve at his or her pleasure. At least one Hearing Officer shall be a 
registered engineer and no Hearing Officer shall be a City 
employee. There shall be a minimum of one hearing date per 
month. Each separate matter noticed to be heard at the hearing 
shall be assigned to one Hearing Officer. The Hearing Officer may 
consult with any other officer before making his or her finding. The 
Director of Building Safety shall file a copy of the notice of the 
dangerous or unsafe condition with the Hearing Officer. 

(5) All notices shall be in writing and shall be served upon the 
person to whom they are directed personally, or in lieu of personal 
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service may be mailed by certified mail, return receipt requested, 
addressed to such owner or party in interest at the address shown 
on the tax records, at least ten days before the date of the hearing 
described in the notice. In addition to mailing the notice, a copy 
thereof shall be posted upon a conspicuous part of the building or 
structure. 

(e) Hearing and Costs. 

(1) The Hear.ng Officer shall take testimony of the Director of 
Building Safety. tne owner of the property and any interested party. 
The Hearing Of*cer shall render his or her decision, either closing 
the proceedings or ordering the building to be demolished or 
otherwise made safe. 

(2) If it is determined by the Hearing Officer that the building or 
structure should be demolished or otherwise made safe, he or she 
shall so order. fixing a time in the order for the owner, agent or 
lessee to comply therewith. 

(3) If the owner, agent or lessee fails to appear or fails to act 
within two weeks from the date of the hearing, the Hearing Officer 
shall file a report of his or her findings and a copy of the order with 
Council and request that the necessary action be taken to 
demolish or otherwise make safe the building or structure. A copy 
of the findings and order of the Hearing Officer shall be served 
upon the owner. agent or lessee in the manner prescribed in 
subsection (d) hereof. 

(4) Council shall fix a date for a hearing, reviewing the findings 
and order of the Hearing Officer, and shall give notice to the owner, 
agent or lessee in the manner prescribed in subsection (d) hereof 
of the time and place of the hearing. At the hearing, the owner, 
agent or lessee shall be given an opportunity to show cause why 
thebuilding should not be demolished or otherwise made safe, and 
Council shall either approve, disapprove or modify the order for the 
demolition or making safe of the building or structure. If Council 
makes the determination that the building shall be demolished or 
made safe, the owner, agent or lessee shall have twenty days 
within which to commence repairs or demolition. If, after twenty 
days, Council's order has not been substantially complied with, 
Council may order the Director of Building Safety to proceed with 
the work specified in such order. 

(5) Any cost incurred by the City in the demolition or making safe 
of the building shall be a lien against the real property and shall be 
reported to the City Assessor who shall assess the cost against the 
property on which the building is located. 

(6) The owner or party in interest in whose name the property 
appears upon the last local tax assessment records shall be 
notified of the amount of such costs by first class mail at the 
address shown on the records. If the owner or party in interest fails 
to pay the same within thirty days after mailing by the City Assessor 
of the notice of the amount thereof, the City Assessor shall add the 
same to the next tax roll of the City and the same shall be collected 
in the same manner in all respects as provided by law for the 
collection of taxes by the City. 

(f) Appeals to Circuit Court. An owner aggrieved by any final 
decision or order of Council under subsection (e) hereof may 
appeal the decision or order to the Circuit Court by filing a petition 
for an order of superintending control within twenty days from the 
date of the decision. 

(G) EMERGENCY ALTERATION/REPAIRS. WHENEVER THE 
DIRECTOR OF BUILDING SAFETY DETERMINES THAT A 
CONDITION EXISTS THAT IS IMMEDIATELY DANGEROUS TO 
HUMAN LIFE, THE BUILDING OFFICIAL MAY ORDER EMER- 
GENCY REPAIRS/ALTERATIONS WITHOUT NOTICE AS MAY 
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BE REQUIRED BY OTHER SECTIONS OF THE CODE OF 
ORDINANCES. SUCH CONDITIONS SHALL BE DANGEROUS 
TO THE EXTENT THAT ANY DELAY IN TAKING CORRECTIVE 
ACTION WILL POSE, IN THE OPINION OF THE BUILDING 


SAFETY DIRECTOR, AN IMMEDIATE THREAT TOLIFEAND ~ 


SAFETY. ; 

THE BUILDING OFFICIAL, AS SOON AS PRACTICAL, SHALL 
NOTIFY THE TAX PAYER OF RECORD, IN WRITING, OF THE 
ACTION TAKEN TO CORRECT THE UNSAFE CONDITION. ALL 
COSTS FOR SUCH WORK SHALL BE THE RESPONSIBILITY OF 
THE TAX PAYER OF RECORD AND SHALL BE PLACED ON THE 
TAX ROLL IF NOT PAID IN FULL WITHIN 30 DAYS OF THE DATE 
OF THE WRITTEN NOTICE OF THE CORRECTIVE ACTION. 
1460.29 SMOKE DETECTORS, INSTALLATION REQUIRED. 

(A) EFFECTIVE ONE (1) YEAR FROM THE DATE OF ADOPTION 
OF THIS SECTION, ANY DWELLING, WHETHER A OWNER 
OCCUPIED, SINGLE FAMILY, TWO-FAMILY, OR MULTIPLE 
DWELLING, SHALL BE PROVIDED WITH SMOKE DETECTORS 
IN LOCATIONS SET FORTH IN SUBSECTION (C) OF THIS 
SECTION. THE DETECTOR SHALL BE INSTALLED IN ACCOR- 
DANCE WITH THE MANUFACTURER'S INSTRUCTIONS AND 
SHALL BE OPERATIONAL AT ALL TIMES. 

(B) A SMOKE DETECTOR MAY BE BATTERY OPERATED OR 
MAY RECEIVE !TS PRIMARY POWER FROM THE BUILDING

THE COMMITTEE ON GENERAL SERVICES 


TO WHOM WAS REFERRED the complaints by Mr. Donald Frost 
regarding structural set-back and water run-off in the neighbor- 
hood of his property at 4406 Ingham Street. 


REPORTS AS FOLLOWS: The Committee has reviewed both 
complaints with administrative staff. Testimony was received 
establishing the following facts: 


1. Set-back: The homes in the area of Mr. Frost’s home conform 
to the applicable zoning and building code set-back requirements 
when built and at present. Therefore, Mr. Frost’s concerns 
regarding set-back violations in the area of his home are without 
merit. 


2. Run-off: Natural run-off of water in the area complained of 
existed prior to the construction of new homes and natural 
drainage patterns of the area have not been affected by the new 
home construction. Despite this fact, there are no City ordinances 
which govern the natural water drainage disputes between 
neighbors. Therefore, Mr. Frost's complaint about water dis- 
charged onto his property from his neighbor's property is not a 
public issue, but rather a private legal dispute which, if he wishes, 
he may pursue himself in civil court against his neighbor. 


The Committee concurs with Administration that there is no basis 
for these complaints and recommends both claims be denied.

Dear Council President Belen and Council Members: 


In presenting my 9th annual recommended budget, | move forward 
into my third term as Lansing’s Mayor. The challenges that face us 
as a city are formidable. Uncertainty about a major employment 
component of our local economy—the auto sector—is clouding 
local economic forecasts. The effects of the 1990 census will have 
far-reaching effects on the revenues that flow to Michigan, and, 
most particularly, those revenues shared with the City by the State 
of Michigan. Weaknesses in the national economy are keeping 
interest rates high and constraining growth. 


In spite of these external factors, we must continue to make 
aggressive inroads on the problems that Lansing, like all older 
central cities, must address. The need for safe, affordable housing, 
drug interdiction efforts, and regional solutions to such issues as 
recycling and waste management are top priorities. | propose to 
address those priorities with innovative solutions, but while 
maintaining the same operating property tax rate. 


My proposed $76.4 million General Fund budget moves forward 
into the issues of the 90's while continuing our commitments 
already made to: 


Our Children 
Continuation of the in-school di education and safety program 
by specially trained officers in our Police Department. 
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Expansion of the highly-acclaimed “Learn Not to Burn” program to 
additional grades in our elementary schools. 


Continuation of the special focus on underprivileged youngsters or 
youth at risk through our support to the Black Child and Family 
Institute, the Boys and Girls Club, Cristo Rey, other day care 
programs, and child abuse prevention, to name just a few 
programs we support. 


Recreational programming for youngsters and older youth that 
provides the opportunities to play and learn in a safe, supervised 
environment. 


Our Neighborhoods 

The addition of two more Code Compliance Officers to assist in 
assuring that rental housing is maintained up to code and that 
slumlords know that Lansing is no place to operate. 


Expanded efforts to maintain, preserve and restore the low and 
moderate income housing essential to our community's viability as 
a good place to live. Particular efforts through a housing survey and 
homeless survey tied to the 1990 census will help pinpoint the 
needs and assist in outlining a course for the 1990's. 


Continuation of support to Neighborhood Alliance, Neighborhood 
Watch, and the invaluable community participation in keeping 
Lansing a stable and desirable aca to live, work, and raise 
families. 


Our Environment 

Creation of a Recycling Coordinator position to reflect our 
commitment to preserving our natural resources and reducing the 
inundation of our land with trash. Initiation of a separate leaf pickup 
program which will remove leaves from the waste stream clogging 
landfills, and instead begins the efforts of turning this natural 
resource into a usable product —compost—that will put the 
resources back into use instead of wasting them. 


Continuation of cleanup of sites contaminated by materials now 
known to be hazardous, removal of asbestos from our public 
buildings, and restoration of those lands and buildings to a safe and 
usable condition. 


As we go into a new budget and a new decade, we must address 
the need to preserve our community and the need to harness 
change to help in that preservation, as well as meet new 
challenges. The difficult choices that confront us as individuals 
and as a community demand a long-range perspective. We cannot 
solve all our problems, iet alone meet all our desires, in any one 
year. We must work both within our community and with our 
regional neighbors to combat drug use, to improve our criminal 
justice delivery, to help the homeless, the hungry, the abused, and 
those who require special assistance to enjoy a decent quality of 
life. 


To this end, | am recommending funding for rape counseling 
services that will be available in coordination with our police 
services. 


| am recommending the addition of a third R.E.A.C.H. team through 
the commitment of local drug foreiture funds and an anticipated 
grant to help support this additional team. The scourge of drug 
dealers in our communities, as | said in my State of the City 
Message, must be fought aggressively. But the fight is not just a 
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local fignt. We must marshall the will and the resources of local, 
state, and federal governments. We are not an island; what 
happens around us crosses our boundaries. We need the schools, 
the surrounding communities, and the State to join with us or we will 
merely slow the pestilence’s spread. Only the combined 
commitment can stop it. 


But the need for concerted action does not preclude new initiatives 
within our own boundaries. | believe the expansion of a visible 
community police presence will keep the message loud and clear. 
Drugs and other criminal activities won't be tolerated. To extend 
our police presence in the community, | am proposing that the old 
fire station at the corner of Jenison and Saginaw be converted toa 
community police center. This will allow the housing of a police unit 
in a neighborhood without significant capital costs and without 
disruption to the neighborhood, since it will utilize an existing 
facility. 


The fire suppression staff and equipment will be relocated. 
However, the Fire Chief has assured me that such a redeployment 
will not adversely affect fire response time in that area due to 
Currently-existing overlapping response districts. 


If this initial community police center is as successful as | 
anticipate, | will be proposing similar low-cost realignments to 
match our service delivery capabilities to our neighborhood needs 
without the necessity of raising taxes and adding more positions to 
staff them. We can make innovations if we are flexible in our 
approaches. Our base is a set of blocks to build from, not the Rock 
of Gibraltar to which we must add. The blocks can be moved to 
build more viable approaches to today’s needs and tomorrow's. 


Technology 
| also maintain my strong commitment in utilizing technology to 
improve efficiency and enhance our services. My budget includes: 


A new mainframe computer for the Police Department to enable 
them to have more complete and more rapid access to all the 
information they need to fight crime. 


New computer software in the District Court to speed processing 
and allow more comprehensive followup to make sure offenders 
are dealt with in a timely fashion and fines are collected. 


Funding for additional personal computers to assist numerous 
City operations to automate and speed their processing, thus 
improving service and cutting down on delays and labor- 
intensive operations. 


Economic Outlook 

The economic outlook for Lansing and for Michigan is, as | alluded 
to earlier, somewhat uncertain. Michigan continues to have the 
highest unemployment rate of the industrialized states, and shows 
even greater volatility when auto cuts occur, as they did in January 
of this year when Lansing's unemployment rate reached 9.9%. 
That rate eased in February and hopes for the future are for 
stabilization. But we cannot ignore those who continue to be 
unemployed or underemployed. We must continue our efforts to 
help create good jobs that provide a reasonable quality of life. 


The Finance Director has projected only a slight increase of 3% in 
overall revenues from the current year’s revised estimates. We 
have seen a slowing of building permits, Court revenues, 
reimbursements for services, and contributions from other funds. 
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We have benefited from increased investment income and higher 
State Shared Revenues. The overall impact has been to provide 
small, but stable, revenue growth. However, the census impact 
cannot be judged until next year, and its retroactive impacts could 
be negative in Lansing. We must work to see that everyone is 
counted in the census if we want to see our fair share of revenues 
in the next decade. 


We continue to take affirmative steps to control our economic 
future. We plan and yet are flexible in our approaches. | am 
committed to continuing those efforts with your cooperation and 
support. Only in that way can we continue to provide the required 
and essential services without fiscal disaster or ruinous taxes. 


Budget and Tax Rate 

My proposed General Fund budget of $76,417,094 includes 
$74,962,094 for operations, $1,155,000 for capital improvements, 
and $300,000 for unbudgeted contingencies. To support this 
budget, | am proposing continuation for the third year of the current 
property tax levy of 13.40 mils for operations. Additionally, the debt 
service levy, including that for the voter-approved environmental 
bonds, will be 2.04 mils, for a total levy of 15.44 mils. 


Fees 

As most of you already know, landfill costs will be rising 35-50% in 
July. | am implementing recycling efforts to help contain the 
impacts of that cost and other externally-generated costs on our 
solid waste program. However, those costs will force an increase in 
the bag and bulk rates. We do not control the landfills, and we 
cannot avoid the costs forced on us by federal and state regulatory 
requirements. Our only alternative to having system users pay 
these costs is to have property taxpayers bear them in the form of 
higher property taxes. | am committed not to raise those property 
taxes unless there is a vote of the people. | therefore must 
recommend that user fees for orange bags be increased by 25 
cents per bag, and that bulk stickers pay the increased landfill 
costs and be raised $4 each. It is my hope that our recycling efforts 
and new leaf program will reduce the number of bags a household 
will use, and thus help to alleviate the burden of the increased price 
per bag. 


The User Fee study currently being performed by David Griffith and 
Associates will be completed this spring. | hope that we can begin 
to more adequately recover fees from those who make money from 
their activities, those who are being charged for the cost of 
enforcement, and those who utilize discretionary services rather 
than continue to have those costs partially or fully borne by 
property taxpayers. We must decrease our reliance on property 
taxes and connect the cost to the user more realistically if we hope 
to maintain affordable owner-occupied housing. 


The Future 

This budget is not a panacea for all the needs and problems that 
face Lansing. Our future as a community is in our hands. We must 
address needs for safe, affordable housing, needs of the poor and 
underprivileged, and the critical need to protect our environment. 
Yet even with all these needs, we must still find ways to maintain 
our infrastructure. Our roads, buildings, equipment, and sewers all 
need major capital commitments. Those commitments are too 
great to be funded from our annual operating budget. We will have 
to continue our comprehensive planning and resource manage- 
ment efforts to put forth financing packages, including bond issues, 
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which will help address these issues. During the course of the 
upcoming budget year, | will be addressing more of these issues 
and making further specific proposals. 


We are moving forward. We are revitalizing our community and we 
are facing the challenges of the 90’s. | seek your cooperation in 
working with me to achieve the best community we can.

Section 2. Seven (7) Block Neighborhood Development Area 
Citizens’ District Council—Created, appointment of members, 
powers and duties. There shall be created a Citizens District 
Council for the Seven (7) Block Neighborhood Development Area 
pursuant to 1945 P.A. 344, as amended. The Citizens’ District 
Council shall consist of fifteen (15) appointed members. Eight (8) 
shall be residents appointed from the development area, and 
seven (7) shall be appointed TO REPRESENT the district area. The 
members of the Citizens’ District Council shall be appointed by the 
Mayor of the City of Lansing in a manner that ensures that the 
Citizens’ District Council is, tothe maximum extent possible, 
representative of the residents of the area and of other persons 
with a demonstrable and substantial interest in the area. The term 
of office for each representative on the Citizens’ District Council 
shall be for three (3) years. 

The rights, duties and functions of the Citizens’ District Council 
shall be the same as set forth in 1968 P.A. 189 and 1969 P.A. 173 
including other amendments to this act as they may affect those 
rights, duties and functions. All vacancies in membership 
occurring on the Citizens’ District Council through resignation or 
expiration of term of office shall be filled by appointment by the 
Mayor in accordance with the same procedure used for the initial 
appointments. 

Pursuant to 1945 P.A. 344 as amended by 1968 P.A. 198 and 1969 
P.A. 173, the Seven (7) Block Neighborhood Development Area 
Citizens’ District Council boundaries shall be created and are more 
particularly described as:

WHEREAS, the Council finds that those retirees having 20 or more 
years of credited service, and their beneficiaries, tend to be 
affected most by the adverse effects of inflation, and 


WHEREAS, the Council finds that increasing the minimum pension 
for retirees having more than 20 years of credited service, and for 
their beneficiaries will help alleviate the effects of inflation; and 


WHEREAS, the Council finds that an increase in the minimum 
pension can be funded from 20% of the contingency reserve inthe 
Police and Fire Retirement System, as it stood on December 31, 
1988; and 


WHEREAS, the Council finds that funding an increase in the 
minimum pension from 20% of the contingency reserve will not 
jeopardize the retirement system's ability to pay future benefits to 
its current and future retirees; and 


WHEREAS, the Council finds that such an increase will not have a 
material or significant impact upon the wages, hours, or other 
conditions of employment of current employees who are active 
members of the retirement system;

Councilmember Schmidt made the following comments prior to the 
vote on the budget resolution: 


| appreciate very much the many letters and phone calls about the 
budget | have received from people in the Second Ward and 
elsewhere. My vote tonight is an attempt to respect the wishes of 
my constituents and still meet my responsibilities as their 
Councilperson. 


As | sat through the many budget work sessions, and as | read the 
background material at home, | came to realize that our City is at 
the junction of a major crossroad. One path preserves the lowest 
possible tax rate, regardless of the effect on City facilities and 
services. The other path requires a continuing investment to 
preserve the facilities and services that make people feel at home 
here. 


| saw with my own eyes the holes in the ceiling of a fire station 
where our paramedics and firefighters eat and sleep. In the front 
office of the fire station, where the public meets our personnel, | 
saw chairs so old and worn that the sponge rubber padding was 
hanging out. | saw rafters exposed over the kitchen stove where 
they prepare their food. 


This fire station is their home while they are on duty. At any 
moment, they dash off to save our lives and property. It is more than 
a job to them. They feel a deep commitment to life and to safety. 
When | see them in action, | feel pride anda commitment of my own 
to give them the facilities and equipment they need to do their jobs 
to the best of their ability. 


This City Council and Mayor, along with past Councils and Mayors, 
have built facilities, bought equipment, and hired staff to provide 
necessary services to the people of Lansing. Age has caught up 
with many of our facilities and pieces of equipment. To fix or 
replace costs money —big money— yet we must find the money if 
our services are to continue. With no help from Washington, and 
very little from the State Legislature, we are more on our own now 
than at any time since the 1960's. 


Therefore, | participated in a compromise. A small property tax 
increase keeps our services going and also allows the fix-up and 
replacement to begin. Another part of the compromise obligates 2 
percent of future General Fund budgets to roads, sidewalks, 
bridges, building maintenance, and major equipment purchases. 


This is the beginning step on the long road back. | think the action of: 
the Council tonight gives us all the reassurance that we are 
protecting our City from decay.We also agreed to use the Zero 
Base Budgeting process as a tool to provide good budget 
management and to find ways to save money without hurting 
services. | have seen this process in action and | firmly believe it 
will help this City Government better manage its resources in future 
years. 


With the job of elected official comes a fiduciary responsibility to 
protect the assets of the governmental unit. We identified many 
real and critical needs during this budget process. To ignore these 
needs or defer them to future years is a short-term expedient that 
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has been used too many times in recent years. If we don’t begin 
now to face up to the real facts, we never will. | sincerely hope that 
the Second Ward residents who sent me to City Hall will 
understand what | have done and why. | further hope that if my 
constituents were ever to be faced with similar circumstances, 
they would act in the same manner for the good of the City, now and 
in the future.

Between Fiscal Year 1987-88 and the proposed budget for Fiscal 
Year 1990-91, General Fund Revenues are projected to increase 
from $60,193,909 (Fiscal Year 1988 actual) to $76,417,094 (Fiscal 
Year 1991 projection). This is an increase of 27% or 9% per year. 
The average resident of the City would be thrilled to receive a 9% 
raise every year. 


However, within the confines of City Hail, this situation is 
represented as a serious financial matter, as was last year's 
budget and this year's budget. Yet, like this year, | am confident that 
once passed, additional available funds will be discovered for 
computer equipment, office equipment, and department head 
raises. In this Fiscal Year, such costs have totalled almost $1 
million. 


Herein lies the problem. If the budget is tight, then tough decisions 
need to be made by the Chief Administrator of the City. Yet, none 
are forthcoming. No consolidations, no staff reductions, no 
efficiencies. Such decisions are left entirely to the City Council. 


Conversely, when dollars are suddenly discovered, and | am sure 
they will be, the recommendation will not be to increase services to 
the public, but to increase administration. 


My priorities are, first and foremost, services to the public. The 
Council's established priorities are services to the public. The 
Mayor's recommended budget does not reflect these priorities. 
Sometimes, tough decisions need to be made. The Mayor does not 
do so. For these reasons, | cannot vote for the Mayor's budget as 
submitted.

WHEREAS, this Council has adopted several policy statements 
over the past three years requesting the Administration to explore 
mechanisms to contain General Fund costs without negative 
impacts on delivery of services; and 


WHEREAS, since personnel costs comprise the largest single 
expenditure of the General Fund budget, the Council has 
expressed its willingness to consider new ideas that will produce a 
net decrease in the City's cost of maintaining a professional career 
workforce; and 


WHEREAS, the Council also remains committed to dealing fairly 
and equitably with its employees; and 


WHEREAS, the Finance Director has recommended an alternative 
retirement plan for non-bargaining unit full-time permanent 
employees in the form of an Internal Revenue Service-qualified 
Money Purchase Plan, and the Mayor has endorsed the 
recommendation for consideration by the Council; and 


WHEREAS, the City’s actuarial firm has fully evaluated the 
proposed plan and determined it to be a prudent plan which will 
provide a reasonable retirement benefit plan for future employees 
while providing an early retirement option and the option of 
voluntary transfer to the new plan for current non-bargaining unit 
employees, without in any way jeopardizing the benefits of current 
employees or retirees or the financial stability of the existing 
Employees Retirement System (ERS); and 
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WHEREAS, the alternative retirement plan is designed to stabilize 
and make more predictable future benefit costs, according to the 
Finance Director; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED the Lansing City Council 
hereby approves the recommendation of the Finance Director and 
the Mayor to create an alternative retirement plan covering 
non-bargaining unit full-time permanent employees of the City, 
containing the following provisions: 


1. That all full-time non-bargaining unit employees and officials of 
the City of Lansing hired September 1, 1990, and thereafter be 
covered by a defined contribution retirement plan which provides 
for an employee-directed money purchase plan to which the City 
shall contribute an amount equal to five percent (5%) of the 
employee's wages plus one percent (1%) toa separate account for 
post-retirement health care, and which provides a long-term 
disability insurance policy costing up to one percent (1%) of 
covered payroll. Said new hires shall not be members of the 
Employee Retirement System, but sfall have instead full rights in 
the new “Retirement Plan” and shall be considered vested as to 
the employer contribution after three (3) years credited service in 
the Plan. Employees in this Plan may contribute up to five percent 
(5%) of their wages as a voluntary additional contribution to their 
account; 


2. That the City hereby offer the option to current non-bargaining 
unit employees to withdraw the funded present value of their 
accrued benefits in the ERS (as determined by the Actuary) and 
transfer said funds into, and become a member of, the new 
“Retirement Plan’. This shall be a one-time option to switch and 
shall be available from September 1, 1990, to March 1, 1991. 
Current employees electing this option shall retain also their rights 
to post-retirement health and life insurance as provided to 
members of the ERS; 


3. That the City hereby offer a continuing early retirement option to 
current non-bargaining unit members of the ERS pursuant to the 
same eligibility requirements that were established for early 
retirement in 1988; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED the Finance Director is hereby 
authorized to solicit proposals within the confines of the 
above-specified criteria for the alternative retirement plan; and 


BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED the City Attorney is hereby directed to 
work with the Finance Director to prepare such ordinance 
amendments and other appropriate documents to establish and 
implement the alternative retirement plan as specified above.

ORDINANCE NO. 818 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND PART 10, OF THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF THE CITY 
OF LANSING BY AMENDING CHAPTER 1042 SECTION 1042.04, 
TO PROVIDE FOR THE METHOD OF CHARGING SEWER RATES 
AND TO PROVIDE FOR AN INCREASE IN CERTAIN RATES AND 
CHARGES FOR SERVICES FURNISHED BY THE CITY SEWAGE 
DISPOSAL SYSTEM. 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Part 10, Chapter 1042.04 of the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended to be 
read as follows: 

1042.04 AMOUNTS; BILLING. 

A. Method of Charging. The rates and charges for services 


furnished by the City sewage disposal system shall be levied upon 
each lot or parcel of land, building or premises having any sewer 
connection with the system, on the basis of the quantity of water 
used therein, as the same is measured by meters therein used, or 
in the absence thereof by such equitable method as shall be 
determined by the Director of Public Service with the approval of 
Council. 

Such charges shall be collected at the same time and in the same 
manner as provided for the payment of charges for water used, 
except in cases where the character of the sewage from a 
manufacturing or industrial plant, building or premises is such that 
unreasonable additional burden is placed upon the system greater 
than that imposed by the average sewage delivered to the system 
plant. In such case, the additional cost of treatment created 
thereby shall be an additional charge over the regular rates set 
forth in subsection (b) hereof, or the City may, if it deems it 
advisable, compel such manufacturing or industrial plant, building 
or premises to treat such sewage in such manner as specified by 
the City before discharging such sewage into the sewage disposal 
system. 

Rates for all users obtaining all or part of their water supply from 
sources other than the City's water system may be determined by 
gauging or metering the actual sewage entering the system or by 
metering the water used, in a manner acceptable to Council. The 
commodity charge for resident users shall be computed on the 
basis of 900 cubic feet per month per customer, where gauging or 
metering is not practical. 

Council may classify the users of the system according to the 
quantity and quality of water used and charge such rates to users 
in each class as it may deem reasonable. 

B. Schedule of Regular Rates. The monthly rate to be billed for use 
of the system shall be as follows for all users within the sanitary 
sewer service area of the City, except as otherwise provided in this 
section: 

1. Billing charge. One Dollar and Fourteen Cents ($1.14) per 
customer per month for billing and collecting services. 

2. Commodity charge. One Dollar and Seventy-Six Cents ($1.76) 
per 100 cubic feet of water usage. 

3. Lawn sprinkling. Upon all water used by residential users of two 
units or less, the sewerage charge shall be subject to a discount as 
follows: 

a. Inthe case of residential customers billed monthly, bills 
rendered during the months of June, July and Augustwill receive a 
discount on the commodity charge of ten percent for all water 
used. The discount does not apply if water used for lawn sprinkling 
is metered separately. Such discount shall not apply to the billing 
charge. 

b. In the case of residential customers billed quarterly, bills 
rendered during the months of August, September and October will 
receive a discount on the commodity charge of ten percent for all 
water used. The discount does not apply if water used for lawn 
sprinkling is metered separtely. Such discount shall not apply to the 
billing charge. 

4, Delayed payment charge. A delayed payment charge of five 
percent of the unpaid balance, excluding delayed payment 
charges, shall be added to any bill not paid on or before the due 
date shown thereon. 

5. Extra-strength waste surcharge for BOD. Nine cents ($0.09) 
per pound in excess of 2,500 pounds per day. 

6. Extra-strength waste surcharge for suspended solids. Five 
cents ($0.05) per pound in excess of 1,500 pounds per day.

7. Industrial and commercial monitoring charges: 

a. Composite sample. Two Hundred Twenty-Six Dollars 
($226.00) each. 

b. Grab sample. Ninety Dollars ($90.00) each. 

c. Laboratory analysis. Thirty-Two Dollars ($32.00) each. 
C. Landel Rates. The rate to be billed for use of the system for all 
Landel customers shall be the same as that used within the City. 
D. Effective Date. The rates set forth in this section shall be 
effective on July 1, 1990, except as otherwise provided.A billing 
covering use of the system before and after the effective date of a 
rate change shall have such bill prorated, based upon the average 
use per day and the number of days within such billing period, at 
the rate then in effect. 
E. Collection by Board of Water and Light. The Board of Water and 
Light is hereby designated as the billing and collecting agent for the 
City for the purposes of this chapter and is reimbursed from the 
funds collected for the expense of such billing and collecting. 
F, Suburban Users. Suburban users of sewer services located 
outside of the corporate limits of the City who have connection with 
the sewerage system of the City shall pay for such services such 
additional rate to that charged to users within the City as Council 
may determine to cover additional costs to the City of transporta- 
tion of waste water administrative costs and depreciation of 
investments by the Lity in sewerage facilities.

reports that the foot patrol officer promised to patrol this lot has not 
been visible.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND PART 10, OF THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF THE CITY 
OF LANSING BY AMENDING CHAPTER 1042 SECTION 1042.04, 
TO PROVIDE FOR THE METHOD OF CHARGING SEWER RATES 
AND TO PROVIDE FOR AN INCREASE IN CERTAIN RATES AND 
CHARGES FOR SERVICES FURNISHED BY THE CITY SEWAGE 
DISPOSAL SYSTEM. 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Part 10, Chapter 1042.04 of the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended to be 
read as follows: 

1042.04 AMOUNTS; BILLING. 

A. Method of Charging. The rates and charges for services 
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furnished by the City sewage disposal system shall be levied upon 
each lot or parcel of land, building or premises having any Sewer 
connection with the system, on the basis of the quantity of water 
used therein, as the same is measured by meters therein used, or 
in the absence thereof by such equitable method as shall be 
determined by the Director of Public Service with the approval of 
Council. 
Such charges shall be collected at the same time and in the same 
manner as provided for the payment of charges for water used, 
except in cases where the character of the sewage froma 
manufacturing or industrial plant, building or premises is such that 
unreasonable additional burden is placed upon the system greater 
than that imposed by the average sewage delivered to the system 
plant. In such case, the additional cost of treatment created 
thereby shall be an additional charge over the regular rates set 
forth in subsection (b) hereof, or the City may, if it deems it 
advisable, compel such manufacturing or industrial plant, building 
or premises to treat such sewage in such manner as specified by 
the City before discharging such sewage into the sewage disposal 
system. 
Rates for all users obtaining all or part of their water supply from 
sources other than the City’s water system may be determined by 
gauging or metering the actual sewage entering the system or by 
metering the water used, in a manner acceptable to Council. The 
commodity charge for resident users shall be computed on the 
basis of 900 cubic feet per month per customer, where gauging or 
metering is not practical. 
Council may classify the users of the system according to the 
quantity and quality of water used and charge such rates to users 
in each class as it may deem reasonable. 
B. Schedule of Regular Rates. The monthly rate to be billed for use 
of the system shail be as follows for all users within the sanitary 
sewer service area of the City, except as otherwise provided in this 
section: 

1. Billing charge. One Dollar and Fourteen Cents ($1.14) per 
Customer per month for billing and collecting services. 

2. Commodity charge. One Dollar and Seventy-Six Cents ($1.76) 
per 100 cubic feet of water usage. 


__3. Lawn sprinkling. Upon all water used by residential users of two 


units or less, the sewerage charge shall be subject to a discount as 
follows: 

a. Inthe case of residential customers billed monthly, bills 
rendered during the months of June, July and August will receive a 
discount on the commodity charge of ten percent for all water 
used. The discount does not apply if water used for lawn sprinkling 
is metered separately. Such discount shall not apply to the billing 
charge. 

b. In the case of residential customers billed quarterly, bills 
rendered during the months of August, September and October will 
receive a discount on the commodity charge of ten percent for all 
water used. The discount does not apply if water used for lawn 
sprinkling is metered separtely. Such discount shall not apply to the 
billing charge. 

4. Delayed payment charge. A delayed payment charge of five 
percent of the unpaid balance, excluding delayed payment 
charges, shall be added to any bill not paid on or before the due 
date shown thereon. 

5. Extra-strength waste surcharge for BOD. Nine cents ($0.09) 
per pound in excess of 2,500 pounds per day. 

6. Extra-strength waste surcharge for suspended solids. Five 
cents ($0.05) per pound in excess of 1,500 pounds per day. 
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7. Industrial and commercial monitoring charges: 

a. Composite sample. Two Hundred Twenty-Six Dollars 
($226.00) each. 

b. Grab sample. Ninety Dollars ($90.00) each. 

c. Laboratory analysis. Thirty-Two Dollars ($32.00) each. 
C. Landel Rates. The rate to be billed for use of the system for all 
Lande! customers shall be the same as that used within the City. 
D. Effective Date. The rates set forth in this section shall be 
effective on July 1, 1990, except as otherwise provided.A billing 
covering use of the system before and after the effective date of a 
rate change shall have such bill prorated, based upon the average 
use per day and the number of days within such billing period, at 
the rate then in effect. 
E. Collection by Board of Water and Light. The Board of Water and 
Light is hereby designated as the billing and collecting agent for the 
City for the purposes of this chapter and is reimbursed from the 
funds collected for the expense of such billing and collecting.

OF LANSING BY AMENDING CHAPTER 1046, SECTION 1046.02, 
1046.03, 1046.07, 1046.08, 1046.11, 1046.12, 1046.13, AND 
SECTION 1046.99, FOR THE PURPOSE OF CLARIFYING THE 
TERMS “NEW SOURCE”, “BY PASS” AND “SEVERE PROPERTY 
DAMAGE”; AUTHORIZING THE CITY TO TAKE ENFORCEMENT 
ACTION AGAINST INDIVIDUALS AND/OR COMPANIES WHICH 
BYPASS THE APPLICABLE PRETREATMENT STANDARDS AND 
REQUIREMENTS; REQUIRING NEW SOURCES TO INCLUDE 
INFORMATION ON ANY PRETREATMENT METHODS THEY 
INTEND TO USE AND ESTIMATES OF DISCHARGE FLOW AND 
POLLUTANT CONCENTRATIONS; REQUIRING EXISTING 
SOURCES TO ACHIEVE COMPLIANCE WITH NEW STANDARDS 
WITHIN THREE (3) YEARS OF THE DATE THE STANDARD IS 
PROMULGATED, UNLESS A SHORTER TIME PERIOD IS 
REQUIRED; REQUIRING VIOLATIONS OF APPLICABLE STAN- 
DARDS TO BE REPORTED TO THE CITY WITHIN TWENTYFOUR 
(24) HOURS OF BECOMING AWARE OF THE VIOLATIONS; AND 
AUTHORIZING THE CITY TO SEEK AND/OR ASSESS CIVIL OR 
CRIMINAL PENALTIES IN AT LEAST THE AMOUNT OF $500.00 A 
DAY FOR EACH VIOLATION OF APPLICABLE PRETREATMENT 
STANDARD AND REQUIREMENT. 

The City of Lansing ordains: | 

Section 1. That Part 10, Chapter 1046, Section 1046.02, 1046.03, 
1046.07, 1046.08, 1046.11, 1046.12, 1046.13 and Section 1046.99 
of the Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be 
amended to be read as follows: 

1046.02 DEFINITIONS. , 

As used in this chapter, unless the context specifically indicates 
otherwise: 

(1) “The Act” means the Federal Water Pollution Control Act, also 
known as the Clean Water Act, as amended, 33 U.S.C. 1251 et seq. 
(2) “Alternative discharge limit” means a limit set by the City in lieu 
of the promulgated national categorical pretreatment standards for 
integrated facilities in accordance with the combined waste 
stream formula, as set by the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). 

(3) “Approval authority” means the administrator of the EPA until 
such time as the State pretreatment program is approved and then 
the Director of the State Department of Natural Resources. 

(4) “Authorized representative of industrial user” means: 
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A. A principal executive officer of at least the level of vice 
president, if the industrial user is a corporation; 

B. A general partner or proprietor, if the individual user is a 
partnership or proprietorship, respectively; or 

C. A duly authorized representative of an individual designated 
in paragraphs (4)A. and B. hereof, if such representative is 
responsible for the overall operation of the facilities from which the 
indirect discharge originates OR FOR ENVIRONMENTAL 
MATTERS OF THE COMPANY. AUTHORIZATION FOR THIS 
REPRESENTATIVE MUST BE SUBMITTED TO THE CITY IN 
WRITING BY THE INDIVIDUAL DESIGNATED IN PARAGRAPH 
(4)A. AND B. HEREOF. 
(5) “Biochemical oxygen demand” or “BOD” means the quantity of 
oxygen utilized in the biochemical oxidation of organic matter 
under standard laboratory procedure in five days at twenty 
degrees Centigrade expressed in terms of weights and concentra- 
tion (milligrams per liter). . 
(6) “Building sewer” means a sewer conveying wastewater from 
the premises of a user to the POTW. 
(7) “Categorical standards” means national categorical pretreat- 
ment standards. 
(8) “Chemical oxygen demand” or “COD” means a measure of the 
oxygen-consuming capacity of inorganic and organic matter 
present in water or wastewater. It is expressed as the amount of 
oxygen consumed from a chemical oxidant in a specific test. It 
does not differentiate between stable and unstable organic matter 
and thus does not necessarily correlate with biochemical oxygen 
demand. “Chemical oxygen demand” is also known as OC and 
DOC, oxygen consumed and dichromate oxygen consumed, 
respectively. 
(9) “Combined waste stream” means the waste stream at 
industrial facilities where regulated process effluent is mixed with 
other wastewater, either regulated or unregulated, prior to or at the 
point of treatment. 
(10) “Compatible pollutant” means a substance amenable to 
treatment in the wastewater treatment plant, such as biochemical 
oxygen demand, suspended solids, pH and fecal coliform bacteria, 
plus additional pollutants identified in the NPDES permit if the 
publicly owned pretreatment works was designed to treat such 
pollutants and in fact does remove such pollutants to a substantial 
degree. 
(+1) “Composite sample” means a series of samples taken over a 
specific time period whose volume is proportional to the flow or 
time in the waste stream, which samples are combined into one 
sample. 
(12) “Cooling water” means the water discharged from any use 
such as air conditioning, cooling or refrigeration, to which the only 
pollutant added is heat. 
(13) “Direct discharge” means the discharge of treated or 
untreated wastewater directly to the waters of the State. 
(14) “Director” means the Director of Public Service. 
(15) “Environmental Protection Agency” means the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency, its administrator or another duly 
authorized official thereof. 
(16) “Grab sample” means a sample which is taken from a waste 
stream on a one-time basis with no regard to the flow in the waste 
stream and without consideration of time. 
(17) “Holding tank waste” means any waste from holding tanks 
such as vessels, chemical toilets, campers, trailers, septic tanks 
and vacuum pump trucks. 
(18) “Incompatible pollutant” means any pollutant which is not a 
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compatible pollutant. . 

(19) “Indirect discharge” means the discharge or the introduction 
of nondomestic pollutants into the POTW, including holding tank 
waste discharged into the system. 

(20) “Industrial user” means any user which discharges industrial 
waste. 

(21) “Industrial waste” means the wastewater discharge from 
industrial, manufacturing, trade or business processes, or 
wastewater discharge from any structure with such characteris- 
tics, as distinct from an employee’s domestic waste or waste from 
Sanitary conveniences. 

(22) “Integrated facilities’ means industrial facilities with a 
combined waste stream. 

(23) “Interference” means the inhibition or disruption of the POTW 
treatment processes or operations which contributes to a violation 
of any requirement of the City’s NPDES permit or reduces the 
efficiency of the POTW. “Interference” includes the prevention of 
sewage Sludge use or disposal by the POTW. 

(24) “Laboratory determination” means the measurements, tests 
and analyses of the characteristics of water and waste in 
accordance with the methods contained in the latest edition (atthe 
time) of any such measurements, tests or analyses of the 
characteristics of waters and wastes in accordance with the 
methods contained in 40 C.F.R. 136, as amended, or in accor- 
dance with any other method prescribed by the rules and 
regulations promulgated pursuant to this chapter. 

(25) “National Categorical Pretreatment Standard” means any 
Federal regulation containing pollution discharge limits promul- 
gated by the EPA, which regulation applies to a specific category of 
industrial users. 

(26) “National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System permit” or 
“NPDES permit” means a permit issued pursuant to Section 402 of 
the Act (33 U.S.C. 1342) as amended. 

(27) “National prohibitive discharge standard or “prohibitive 
discharge standard” means any regulation developed under the 
authority of Section 307(b) of the Act and 40 C.F.R. 403.5, as 
amended. 

(28) “New source” means any source, the construction of which is 
commenced after the PUBLICATION OF PROPOSED PRE- 
TREATMENT STANDARDS WHICH WILL BE APPLICABLE TO 
SUCH SOURCE, PROVIDED THAT: 

A. CONSTRUCTION IS AT A SITE WHERE NO OTHER POINT- 
SOURCE IS LOCATED; 

B. PROCESS OR PRODUCTION EQUIPMENT CAUSING DIS- 
CHARGE |S TOTALLY REPLACED DUE TO CONSTRUCTION; 
OR 

C. PRODUCTION OR WASTEWATER GENERATING PROCES- 
SES OF THE FACILITY ARE SUBSTANTIALLY INDEPENDENT OF 
AN EXISTING SOURCE AT THE SAME SITE. 


- CONSTRUCTION IS CONSIDERED TO HAVE COMMENCED 


WHEN INSTALLATION OR ASSEMBLY OF FACILITIES/EQUIP- 
MENT HAS BEGUN, SIGNIFICANT SITE PREPARATION HAS 
BEGUN FOR INSTALLATION OR ASSEMBLY, OR THE OWNER- 
/OPERATOR HAS ENTERED INTO A BINDING CONTRACTUAL 
OBLIGATION. 


_ (29) “pH” means the logarithm base 10 of the reciprocal of the 


concentration of hydrogen ions, expressed in grams per liter of 
solution. 

(30) “Pollutant” means any various chemicals, substances or 
refuse materials, such as solid waste, sewage, garbage, sewage 
sludge, chemical wastes, biological materials, radioactive 
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materials, heat and industrial, municipal and agricultural wastes, 
which impair the purity of water and soil. 

(31) “Pollution” means the man made or man-induced alteration of 
the chemical, physical, biological and radiological integrity of 
water. 

(32) “Pretreatment” or “treatment” means the reduction of the 
amount of pollutants, the elimination of pollutants, the alteration of 
the nature of pollutants or the alteration of the nature of pollutant 
properties in wastewater to aless harmful state prior to or in lieu of 
discharging or otherwise introducing such pollutants into a POTW. 
The reduction or alteration can be obtained by physical, chemical 
or biological processes, process changes or other means, except 
as prohibited by 40 C.F.R. 403.6(d), as amended. 

(33) “Pretreatment requirement” means any substantive or 
procedural requirement for treating a waste prior to inclusion in the 
POTW. 

(34) “Pretreatment standards” means national categorical 
pretreatment standards or alternative discharge limits, whichever 
is applicable. 

(35) “POTW treatment plant” means that portion of the publicly 
owned treatment works designed to provide treatment to 
wastewater. 

(36) ‘Publicly owned treatment works” or “POTW” means a 
treatment works as defined by Section 212 of the Act (33 U.S.C. 
1292), which is owned by the City. “Publicly owned treatment 
works” includes any sewer that conveys wastewater to the POTW 
treatment plant and any sewer that conveys wastewater to the 
POTW from persons outside the City who are, by contract or 
agreement with the City, users of the City’s POTW. 

(37) “Significant industrial user” means any industrial user of the 
City's wastewater disposal system who: 

A. Has a discharge flow of 25,000 gallons or more per average 
work day; B. Has a flow greater than five percent of the flow in 
the City’s wastewater treatment system; 

C. Has in his or her waste toxic pollutants as defined pursuant to 
Section 307 of the Act, as amended, or State statutes and rules; or 

D. Is found by the City, the State Department of Natural 


Resources or the EPA to have significant impact, either singly orin — 


combination with other contributing industries, on the wastewater 
treatment system, thre quality of sludge, the system’s effluent 
quality or air emissions generated by the system. 

(38) “Significant violation” means a violation which remains 
uncorrected forty-five days after notification thereof, which is part 
of a pattern of noncompliance over a twelve-month period and 
which involves a failure to accurately report noncompliance or 
which results in the exercise of the POTW’s emergency authority 
under 40 C.F.R. 403.8(f)(2)(vi)(B), as amended. 

(39) “Slug load” means any substance released ina discharge ata 
ratio and/or concentration which causes interference to a POTW. 
(40) “Standard industrial classification” means a classification 
pursuant to the Standard Industrial Classification Manual issued by 
the Executive Office of the President Office of Management and 
Budget, 1972. 

(41) “Storm water means any flow occurring during or following 
any form of natural precipitation and resulting therefrom. 


(42) “Superintendent” means the person designated by the City to. 


supervise the operation of the publicly owned treatment works, 
who is charged with certain duties and responsibilities by this 
chapter, or his or her duly authorized representative. 

(43) “Surcharge” means that part of the service charge that any 
customer discharging wastewater having strength in excess of 
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limits set forth by the City may be required to pay as an additional 
charge to cover the cost of treatment of such excess strength 
wastewater. 

(44) “Suspended solids” means the total suspended matter that 
floats on the surface of, or is suspended in, water, wastewater or 
other liquids, which matter is removable by laboratory filtering. 
(45) ‘Toxic pollutant” means any pollutant or combination of 
pollutants whichis or can potentially be harmful to the public health 
or the environment, including those pollutants listed as toxic in 
regulations promulgated by the Administrator of the EPA under the 
provisions of CWA 307(a), as amended, or other acts. 

(46) “User” means any person who contributes, or causes or 
permits the contribution of, wastewater into the POTW. 

(47) “Wastewater” means liquid and water-carried industrial or 
domestic wastes from dwellings, commercial buildings, industrial 
facilities and institutions, together with any groundwater, surface 
water and storm water that may be present, whether treated or 
untreated, which is contributed into or permitted to enter the 
POTW. . 

(48) ‘Waters of the State” means all streams, lakes, ponds, 
marshes, watercourses, waterways, wells, springs, reservoirs, 
aquifers, irrigation systems, drainage systems and all other bodies 
or accumulations of water, surface or underground, natural or 
artificial, public or private, which are contained within, flow through 
or border upon the State or any portion thereof. 

(49) “BYPASS” MEANS THE INTENTIONAL DIVERSION OF 
WASTE STREAMS FROM ANY PORTION OF A USER'S TREAT- 
MENT FACILITY. 

(50) “SEVERE PROPERTY DAMAGE” MEANS SUBSTANTIAL 
PHYSICAL DAMAGE TO PROPERTY, DAMAGE TO THE TREAT- 
MENT FACILITIES WHICH CAUSES THEM TO BECOME INOP- 
ERABLE, OR SUBSTANTIAL AND PERMANENT LOSS OF 
NATURAL RESOURCES WHICH CAN REASONABLY BE 
EXPECTED TO OCCUR IN THE ABSENCE OF A BYPASS. 
SEVERE PROPERTY DAMAGE DOES NOT MEAN ECONOMIC 
LOSS CAUSED BY DELAYS IN PRODUCTION. 

1046.07 EXCESSIVE DISCHARGES. 

EXCEPT WHERE EXPRESSLY AUTHORIZED TO DO SO BY AN 
APPLICABLE PRETREATMENT STANDARD OR REQUIREMENT, 
no user shall ever increase the use Of process water or in any way 
attempt to dilute a discharge as a partial or complete substitute for 
adequate treatment to achieve compliance with the limitations 
contained in the national categorical pretreatment standards, 
alternative discharge limits, or any other pollutant-specific 
limitation developed by the City or the State. 

1046.08 ACCIDENTAL DISCHARGES. 
(a) Where required, a user shall provide protection from accidental 
discharge of prohibited materials or other substances regulated by 
this chapter. Facilities to prevent accidental discharge or 
prohibited materials shall be provided and maintained at the 
owner's or user’s cost and expense. At the request of the City, 
detailed plans showing facilities and operating procedures to 
provide such protection shall be submitted to the City for review. All 
required users shall complete such a plan within ninety days after 
notification by the City. If required by the City, a user who 
commences contribution to the POTW after the effective date of 
this chapter (Ordinance 698, passed April 8, 1985), shall not be 
permitted to introduce pollutants into the system until accidental 
discharge procedures have been approved by the City. Review 
and approval of such plans and operating procedures shall not 
relieve the user from the responsibility to modify the user’s facility 
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as necessary to meet the requirements of this chapter. In the case 
of an accidental discharge, the user shail immediately telephone 
and notify the POTW of the incident. The notification shall include 
location of discharge, type of waste, concentration and volume and 
correction actions. 


(b) Within five days following such accidental discharge, the user 
shall submit to the Director of Public Service a detailed written 
report describing the cause of the discharge and the measures to 
be taken by the user to prevent similar future occurrences. Such 
Notification shall not relieve the user of any expense, loss, damage 
or other liability which may be incurred as a result of damage to the 
POTW, fish kills or any other damage to person or property. Such 
notification shall not relieve the user of any fine, civil penalty or 
other liability which may be imposed by this chapter or other 
applicable laws. 


(c) A notice shall be permanently posted on the user’s bulletin 
board or other prominent place advising employees of the user 
who to call in the event of a dangerous discharge. Employers shall 
ensure that all employees who may cause or suffer such a 
dangerous discharge to occur are advised of the emergency 
notification procedure. 


(d) BYPASS VIOLATING APPLICABLE PRETREATMENT STAN- 
DARDS AND REQUIREMENTS IS PROHIBITED, AND THE CITY 
MAY TAKE ENFORCEMENT ACTION AGAINST A USER FOR 
SUCH BYPASS, UNLESS: THE BYPASS WAS UNAVOIDABLE TO 
PREVENT LOSS OF LIFE, PERSONAL INJURY, OR SEVERE 
PROPERTY DAMAGE: THERE WERE NO FEASIBLE ALTERNA- 
TIVES TO THE BYPASS SUCH AS THE USE OF AUXILIARY 
TREATMENT FACILITIES, RETENTION OF UNTREATED 
WASTES, OR MAINTENANCE DURING NORMAL PERIODS OF 
EQUIPMENT DOWNTIME (EXCEPT WHERE ADEQUATE BACK- 
UP EQUIPMENT SHOULD HAVE BEEN INSTALLED IN THE 
EXERCISE OF REASONABLE ENGINEERING JUDGMENT TO 
OPERATE DURING NORMAL PERIODS OF EQUIPMENT DOWN- 
TIME OR PREVENTIVE MAINTENANCE); AND THE USER 
SUBMITTED REQUIRED NOTICES. FOR ACCIDENTAL BYPASS, 
NOTICE REQUIREMENTS ARE SPECIFIED IN PARAGRAPHS (A), 
(B), AND (C) HEREIN. IF THE USER KNOWS IN ADVANCE OF 
THE NEED FOR BYPASS, A PRIOR NOTICE SHALL BE SUBMIT- 
TED TOTHE CITY AT LEAST TEN(10) DAYS BEFORE THE DATE 
OF THE BYPASS. THE CITY MAY APPROVE OR DISAPPROVE 
THIS ANTICIPATED BYPASS, AFTER CONSIDERING ITS 
ADVERSE EFFECTS. 


1046.11 USER INFORMATION. 

All industrial users proposing to connect to or to contribute to the 
POTW shall submit information on the user, processes and 
wastewater to the City AT LEAST NINETY (90) DAYS before 
connecting to or contributing to the POTW. All existing industrial 
users connected to or contributing to the POTW shall submit such 
information within ninety days after the effective date of this 
chapter (Ordinance 698, passed April 8, 1985). The information 
submitted must be sufficient for the City to determine the impact of 
the user's discharge on the POTW and the need for pretreatment. 
The user shall submit, in units and terms appropriate for evaluation, 
the following information: 

(a) The user's name, address and location, if different from the 
address; 

(b) The user's SIC number, according to the Standard Industrial 
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Classifacation Manual, Bureau of the Budget, 1972, as amended; 
(c) Constituents and characteristics of the user's wastewater, 
including, but not limited to, those mentioned in this chapter as 
determined by a reliable analytical laboratory. Sampling and 
analysis shall be performed in accordance with the procedures 
and methods detailed in the following publications: 


(1) Standard Methods for the Examination of Water and 
Wastewater, American Public Health Association: 

(2) Manual of Methods for Chemical Analysis of Water and 
Wastes, United States Environmental Protection Agency; and 

(3) Annual Book of Standards, Part 131, Water Atmospheric 
Analysis, 1975, American Society of Testing Materials. 


(d) Time and duration of contribution; 
(e) Average daily wastewater flow rates, including daily, monthly 


- and seasonal variations, if any; 


(f) When requested by the City, site plans, floor plans, mechanical 
and plumbing plans and details to show all sewers, sewer 
connections and appurtenances by size, location and elevation; 
(g) Description of activities, facilities and plant processes on the 
premises, including all materials which are or could be discharged; 
(h) Where known, the nature and concentration of any pollutant in 
the discharge which is limited by City, State or Federal pretreat- 
ment standards, and a statement regarding whether or not such 
pretreatment standards are being met ona consistent basis. If not, 
the user shall provide information as to whether additional 
operation and maintenance and/or additional pretreatmentis 
required by the industrial user to meet applicable pretreatment 
standards. NEW SOURCES SHALL INCLUDE INFORMATION ON 
ANY PRETREATMENT METHODS THEY INTEND TO USE AND 
PROVIDE ESTIMATES ON DISCHARGE FLOW AND POLLU- 
TANT CONCENTRATIONS. 

(i) lf additional pretreatment and/or O & M is required to meet the 
pretreatment standards, the shortest schedule by which the user 
will provide such additional pretreatment. The completion date in 
such schedule shall be not later than the compliance date 
established for the applicable pretreatment standard. The 
following conditions shall apply to the schedule: 

(1) The schedule shall contain increments of progress in the form 
of dates for the commencement and completion of major events 
leading to the construction and operation of additional pretreat- 
ment required for the user to meet the applicable pretreatment 
standards. 

(2) No increment referred to in paragraph (a)(1) hereof shall 
exceed nine months. 

(3) Not later than fourteen days following each date in the schedule 


and the final date for compliance, the user shall submit a progress 


report to the Director of Public Service including, as a minimum, 
whether or not it complied with the increment of progress to be met 
on such date and, if not, the date on which it expects to comply with 
such increment of progress, the reason for delay, and the steps 
being taken by the user to return construction to the schedule 
established. Inno event shall more than nine months elapse 
between each such progress report. (j) Each product produced, by 
type, amount, process or processes and rate of production; 

(k) The type and amount of raw materials processed (average and 
maximum per day); 

(|) The number and type of employees, hours of operation of the 
plant and proposed or actual hours of operation of the pretreatment 
system; and 
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(m) Any other information as may be deemed by the City to be 
necessary to evaluate the impact of the discharge on the POTW 
Within THREE (3) months of the promulgation or revision of a 
national categorical pretreatment standard or alternative 
discharge limit, all affected users must submit to the City the 
information required by subsections (h) and (i) hereof. 

1046.12 AUTHORITY OF CITY RE DISCHARGES. 

Wastewater discharges shall be expressly subjectto all provisions 
of this chapter and all other applicable regulations, user charges 
and fees established by the City. The City may: 

(a) Set unit charges or a schedule of user charges and fees for the 
wastewater to be discharged to the POTW; 

(b) Limit average and maximum wastewater constituents and 
characteristics; 

(c) Limit the average and maximum rate and time of discharge or 
make requirements for flow regulations and equalization: 

(d) Require the installation and maintenance of inspection and 
sampling facilities; 

(e) Establish specifications for monitoring programs which may 
include sampling locations; frequency of sampling; number, types 
and standards for tests; and reporting schedules; 

(f) Establish compliance schedules; 

(g) Require submission of technical reports or discharge reports; 
(h) Require the maintaining, retaining and furnishing of plant 
records relating to wastewater discharge as specified by the City. 
The City may also require access to, and the right to copy, such 
records. 

(i) Require notification of the City for any new introduction of 
wastewater constituents or any substantial change in the volume 
or character of wastewater constituents being introduced into the 
wastewater treatment system; 

(j) Require notification of slug discharges; and 

(k) Require other conditions as deemed appropriate by the City to 
ensure compliance with this chapter. 

(I) CONTROL THROUGH PERMIT, ORDER, OR SIMILAR MEANS, 
TH CONTRIBUTION TO THE POTW BY EACH USER TO ENSURE 
COMPLIANC WITH APPLICABLE CATEGORICAL STANDARDS 
OR POLLUTANT-SPECIFI LIMITATIONS DEVELOPED BY THE 
CITY OR STATE. 

(m) ADJUST CATEGORICAL PRETREATMENT STANDARDS TO 
REFLECT THE PRESENCE OF POLLUTANTS IN THE USER'S 
INTAKE WATER IN ACCORDANCE WITH 40 CFR 103.15. 


1046.13 COMPLIANCE REPORTS. 

(a) Within ninety days following the date for final compliance with 
applicable pretreatment standards or, in the case of anew source, 
following commencement of the introduction of wastewater into 
the POTW, any user subject to pretreatment standards and 
requirements shall submit to the Director of Public Service a report 
indicating the nature and concentration of all pollutants in the 
discharge from the regulated process which are limited by 
pretreatment standards and requirements and the average and 
maximum daily flow for such process units in the user facility which 
are limited by such standards or requirements. The report shall 
state whether the applicable pretreatment standards or require- 
ments are being met on a consistent basis and, if not, what 
additional 0 & M and/or pretreatment is necessary to bring the user 
into compliance with such standards or requirements. The 
statement shall be signed by an authorized representative of the 
user and certified to by a qualified representative. 
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(b) Any user or new source discharging into the POTW shall submit 
to the Director during the months of June and December, unless 
required more frequently in pretreatment standards or by the 
Director, a report indicating the nature and concentration of 
pollutants in the effluent which are limited by such pretreatment 
standards or this chapter. In addition, such report shall include a 
record of all daily flows which, during the reporting period, 
exceeded the average daily flow reported under Section 
1046.12(c). At the discretion of the Director and in consideration of 
such factors as local high or low flow rates, holidays, budget 
cycles, etc., the Director may agree to require different months 
during which such reports are to be submitted. 

The Director may also impose mass limitations on users who are 
using dilution to meet applicable pretreatment standards or 
requirements or in other cases in which the imposition of mass 
limitations is appropriate. In such cases, the report required by this 
subsection shall also indicate the mass of pollutants regulated by 
pretreatment standards in the effluent of the user. 


(C) EXISTING SOURCES SUBJECT TO NEW CATEGORICAL 
STANDARDS SHALL ACHIEVE COMPLIANCE WITHIN THREE 
(3) YEARS OF THE DATE THE STANDARD IS PROMULGATED, 
UNLESS A SHORTER COMPLIANCE SCHEDULE IS SPECIFIED

MEMBER'S AGE, WHEN ADDED TO THE MEMBER'S YEARS OF 
SERVICE EQUALS OR EXCEEDS SIXTYFIVE (65) YEARS. 
Section 1. Section 292.01 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing is amended to read as follows: 

292.01 DEFINITIONS. 

As used in this chapter, unless a different meaning is plainly 
required by the context: 

(a) “Accumulated contributions” means the sum of all amounts 
deducted from the compensation of a member and credited to the 
member's individual account in the employees’ savings fund, 
together with regular interest thereon. 

(b) “Annuity” means an annual amount, derived from a member's 
accumulated contributions, payable in equal monthly installments 
throughout the future life of a person or for a temporary period as 
provided in this chapter. 

(c) “Annuity reserve” means the present value of all payments to 
be made on account of any annuity, or benefit in lieu thereof. The 
annuity reserve shall be computed upon the basis of such mortality 
table and regular interest as the Board from time to time adopts. 
(d) “Beneficiary” means any person, except a retirant, who is in 
receipt of, or who has entitlement to, a pension, retirement 
allowance or other benefit, payable by the retirement system. 

(e) “Board of Trustees” or “Board” means the Board of Trustees of 
the general employees’ retirement system, as provided for in this 
chapter. 

(f) “Credited service” means the number of years, and fraction ofa 
year, of service standing to a member's credit in the member's 
service account. 

(g) “Compensation” means a member's salary, wages and 
longevity bonus paid by the City for personal services rendered by 
the member to the City, the District Court or the Housing 
Commission, whichever is applicable, as an employee. if a 
member's compensation is not all paid in money, Council shall fix 
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the value of that part of the member's compensation not paid in 
money. 
(h) “Employee” means: 

(1) Any regular or permanent officer or employee of the City, 
and for the sole and exclusive purposes of this retirement system, 
any employee of the Housing Commission who has not executed a 
request to transfer to the Michigan Municipal Employees 
Retirement System and a release of the City and the Retirement 
System from future pension claims, or any former employee of the 
Housing Commission whose right to retirement allowance has 
been deferred by the Board of Trustees. Beginning January 1, 
1971, any person who is employed ona regular or permanent basis 
by the District Court, except the judges of such Court, shall be 
considered an employee of the City for the sole and exclusive 
purposes of this retirement system. The term “employee” does not 
include any person who is compensated by the City or by the 
District Court wholly on a fee or contractual basis, nor the Medical 
Director appointed under Section 292.11, nor elective officials of 
the City, except as provided in paragraph (b)(2) hereof, nor judges 
of the District Court. The phrase “contractual basis,” as set forth 
herein, shall not be applicable to those regular full-time employees 
of the City who are required to sign employment contracts under 
the January 15, 1985, personnel rules for executive management 
plan personnel or Council staff personnel as a condition of 
employment. 

(2) Any elective official of the City, upon filing a written 
application with the Board of Trustees of the retirement system. In 
any cases of doubt, the Board shall decide who is an employee 
within the meaning of this chapter. 

(i) “Final average compensation” means the average of the 
highest annual compensation paid a member during a period of 
two consecutive years of credited service contained within the 
member's ten years of credited service immediately preceding the 
date when the member's employment with the City, District Court 
or Housing Commission last terminated. If the member has less 
than two years of credited service, the member's final average 
compensation shall be the average of the member's annual 
compensation for the member's total years of credited service. 
(j) “Final compensation” means a member's annual rate of 
compensation at the time of termination of the member's last 
employment by the City, District Court or Housing Commission. 
(k) ‘Member’ means any person who is included in the 
membership of the retirement system. 

(|) “Pension” means an annual amount, derived from money 
provided by the City, payable in equal monthly instaliments 
throughout the future life of a person or for a temporary period as 
provided in this chapter. 

(m) “Pension reserve” means the present value of all payments to 
be made on account of any pension, or benefit in lieu thereof. The 
pension reserve shall be computed upon the basis of such 
mortality and other tables of experience, and regular interest, as 
the Board from time to time adopts. 

(n) “Regular interest” means such rate or rates of interest per 
annum, compounded annually, as the Board from time to time 
determines, subject to the approval of Council. 

(0) “Retirant” means a member who retires from employment with 
a retirement allowance payable by the retirement system. 

(p) “Retirement allowance” means the sum of the annuity and the 
pension. . 

(q) “Retirement system” or “system” means the retirement system 
established under this chapter.

(r) “Service” means personal service rendered to the City, the 
District Court or the Housing Commission, whichever is applicable, 
by an employee. 

(s) ‘Workers’ compensation period” means the period a member, 
retirant or beneficiary is in receipt of workers’ compensation on 
account of a disability or death arising out of and in the course of a 
member's employment. If the member, retirant or beneficiary is 
paid a single sum in lieu of future workers’ compensation, then 
such individual’s workers’ compensation period shall be the 
period, if any, the individual was in receipt of weekly workers’ 
compensation plus the period arrived at by dividing such single 
sum by the weekly workers’ compensation award.

Section 2. Section 292.14 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing is amended to read as follows: 

292.14 MEMBERSHIP IN SYSTEM. 

(a) The membership of the retirement system shall include all 
employees, as defined in Section 292.01(h), and all persons who 
become employees, except as provided in subsection (b) hereof. 
(b) The membership of the retirement system shall not include: 
(1) Employees who are employed by the Board of Water and Light; 


(2) Employees who are members of the Policemen’s and Firemen’s 
Retirement System as set forth in Chapter 294; 


(3) Employees hired on or after the effective date of this section 
(Ordinance 540, passed June 25, 1979) who are retirants receiving 
or entitled to receive a retirement allowance, a deferred retirement 
allowance or a disability retirement allowance from the Police- 
men’s and Firemen’s Retirement System;

(c) AN EMPLOYEE HIRED INTO A COVERED POSITION ON OR 
AFTER. THE COVERED POSITION EFFECTIVE DATE, WHO WAS 
NOT A MEMBER OF THE RETIREMENT SYSTEM ON THE DAY 
BEFORE THE EMPLOYEE'S DATE OF HIRE, SHALL NOT 
BECOME A MEMBER OF THE RETIREMENT SYSTEM. AN 
EMPLOYEE WHO IS EMPLOYED IN A COVERED POSITION ON 
THE COVERED POSITION EFFECTIVE DATE, AND WHO WAS A 
MEMBER OF THE RETIREMENT SYSTEM ON THE DAY BEFORE 
THE COVERED POSITIONS EFFECTIVE DATE, AND WHO 
ELECTS ON OR BEFORE APRIL 1, 1991 TO TERMINATE 
MEMBERSHIP, SHALL CEASE TO BE A MEMBER OF THE 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM EFFECTIVE ON THE FIRST DAY OF THE 
FIRST CALENDAR MONTH WHICH IS AT LEAST ONE HUNDRED 
TWENTY (120) DAYS AFTER THE COVERED POSITION EFFEC- 
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TIVE DATE. AN EMPLOYEE WHO IS TRANSFERRED INTO A 
COVERED POSITION ON OR AFTER THE COVERED POSITION 
EFFECTIVE DATE, FROM A POSITION THAT WAS NOT A 
COVERED POSITION, AND WHO WAS A MEMBER OF THE 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM ON THE DAY BEFORE THE TRANSFER, 
AND WHO ELECTS WITHIN NINETY (90) DAYS OF THE 
TRANSFER TO TERMINATE MEMBERSHIP, SHALL CEASE TO 
BE A MEMBER OF THE RETIREMENT SYSTEM EFFECTIVE ON 
THE FIRST DAY OF THE FIRST CALENDAR MONTH WHICH IS 
AT LEAST ONE HUNDRED TWENTY (120) DAYS AFTER THE 
TRANSFER. THE ELECTION TO TERMINATE MEMBERSHIP 
SHALL BE ONE-TIME AND IRREVOCABLE. THE METHOD OF 
ELECTION SHALL BE DETERMINED BY THE BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES. AN EMPLOYEE WHO ELECTS TO TERMINATE 
MEMBERSHIP UNDER THIS SUBSECTION SHALL WAIVE ALL 
RIGHTS TO A PENSION, ANNUITY, RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 
OR RETURN OF ACCUMULATED CONTRIBUTIONS, EXCEPT

(d) In any case of doubt as to the retirement system membership 
status of any employee, the Board of Trustees shall decide the 
question. 

Section 3. Section 292.20 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing is amended to read as follows: 

4292.20 RETIREMENT AGE AND SERVICE REQUIREMENTS. 
(a) Except as provided in subsection (b) OR (c) hereof, any 
member who either has attained or attains the age of fifty-eight 
years and has eight or more years of credited service, or has 
attained or attains the age of fifty-five years and has twenty-five or 
more years of credited service, may retire upon his or her written 
application to the Board of Trustees setting forth at what time, 
neither less than thirty days nor more than ninety days, subsequent 
to the execution and filing thereof, such member desires to be 
retired. Upon retirement, the member shall receive a retirement 
allowance, as provided in Section 292.21. 

(b) Effective June 30, 1987, a member who is associated with the 
Fraternal Order of Police Park Security Division and who either has 
attained or attains the age of fifty-eight years and has eight or more 
years of credited service, or has attained or attains the age of fifty 
years and has twenty-five or more years of credited service, may 
retire upon written application to the Board setting forth at what 
time, neither less than thirty days nor more than ninety days, 
subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, such member 
desires to be retired. Upon retirement, the member shall receive a 
retirement allowance, as provided in Section 292.21. 

(c) A MEMBER EMPLOYED IN A COVERED POSITION ON OR 
AFTER THE COVERED POSITION EFFECTIVE DATE, WHO 
DOES NOT ELECT TO TERMINATE MEMBERSHIP AS PRO- 
VIDED IN SECTION 292.14(c) AND WHO HAS EIGHT (8) OR 
MORE YEARS OF CREDITED SERVICE, AND WHOSE YEARS 
AND FULL MONTHS OF ATTAINED AGE WHEN ADDED TO 
YEARS AND FULL MONTHS OF CREDITED SERVICE EQUALS 
OR EXCEEDS SIXTY-FIvE (65) YEARS, MAY RETIRE UPON 
HIS/HER WRITTEN APPLICATION TO THE BOARD SETTING 
FORTH AT WHAT TIME, NEITHER LESS THAN THIRTY (30) 
DAYS NOR MORE THAN NINETY (90) DAYS, SUBSEQUENT TO 
THE EXECUTION AND FILING THEREOF, THE MEMBER 
DESIRES TO BE RETIRED. UPON THE MEMBER'S RETIREMENT, 
THE MEMBER SHALL RECEIVE A RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 
PROVIDED IN SECTION 292.21. 
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(d) Any member, except an elected official of the City, who has 
attained or attains the age of seventy years shall be separated from 
employment with the City, the Housing Commission or the District 
Court the first day of the calendar month next succeeding the 
month in which such member attains the age of seventy years. If, at 
the time of separation from employment with the City, the Housing 
Commission or the District Court, the member has eight or more 
years of credited service, such member shall receive a retirement 
allowance, as provided.in Section 292.21. 

Section 4. Section 292.22 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing is amended to read as follows: 

292.22 DEFERRED RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE. 

(a) lf any member who has eight or more years of credited service 
separates from the employ of the City the District Court or the 
Housing Commission, prior to the member's attainment of the age 
of fifty-eight years, except through retirement, or death, such 
member shall be entitled to a retirement allowance as provided in 
Section 292.21, as the section was in force at the time of the 
member's separation from employment with the City, the District 
Court or the Housing Commission, provided that the member does 
not withdraw his or her accumulated contributions from the 
employees’ savings fund. The member's retirement allowance 
shall begin the first day of the calendar month next following the 
month in which his or her application for the same is filed with the 
Board of Trustees on or after the member's attainment of the age of 
fifty-eight years. During the period of the member's absence from 
employment with the City, the District Court or the Housing 
Commission, regular interest shall be credited to the member's 
accumulated contributions standing to his or her credit in the 
employees’ savings fund. 

(b) lf any member who has eight or more years of credited service 
separates from the employ of the City, the District Court or the 
Housing Commission prior to the attainment of the age of fifty-eight 
years, except through retirement or death, and if the member 
thereafter dies prior to attainment of the age of fifty-eight years, the 
designated surviving spouse shall be entitled to a retirement 
allowance as provided in Section 292.27, Option A, as such section 
was in force at the time of the member's separation from 
employment with the City, the District Court or the Housing 
Commission, provided that the member does not withdraw any 
accumulated contributions from the employees’ savings fund. The 
designated surviving spouse's retirement allowance shall begin 
the first day of the calendar month next following the month in 
which the designated surviving spouse files an application for the 
same with the Board on or after the date the deceased former 
member would have attained the age of fifty-eight years. During 
such deferral period, regular interest shall be credited to the 
deceased former member's accumulated contributions standing 
to his or her credit in the employees’ saving fund. 

(c) FOR A MEMBER EMPLOYED IN A COVERED POSITION ON 
OR AFTER THE COVERED POSITION EFFECTIVE DATE, WHO 
DOES NOT ELECT TO TERMINATE MEMBERSHIP AS PRO- 
VIDED IN SECTION 292.1 4(c), THE AGE FIFTY-EIGHT (58) 
COMMENCEMENT AGE PROVIDED IN SUBSECTIONS (a) AND 
(b) OF THIS SECTION SHALL BE REPLACED BY A COM- 
MENCEMENT AGE THAT IS THE EARLIER OF AGE FIFTY-EIGHT 
(58) YEARS OR THE AGE, IN YEARS AND FULL MONTHS, 
WHICH WHEN ADDED TO THE MEMBER'S YEARS AND FULL 
MONTHS OF CREDITED SERVICE EQUALS OR EXCEEDS 
SIXTY-FIVE (65) YEARS. 

(d) Any member who had five or more years of credited service and 
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was transferred from the employ of the City to the employ of the 
County Health Department on July 1, 1947, shall remain a member 
during the period of employment by the County Health Department. 
Whenever the sum of City credited service and County credited 
service equals at least ten years, the member shall become 
entitled to a deferred retirement allowance computed according to 
Section 292.21 upon the basis of the member's City credited 


service. In determining the member's final average compensation, 


the member's compensations paid by the County Health 
Department shall be treated as if they were paid by the City. The 
retirement allowance shall begin the first day of the calendar month 
next following the month in which the member’s application for the 
same is filed with the Board on or after the member's attainment of 
the age of sixty years, or the member's retirement from County 
employment, whichever is later. If the member withdraws all or part 
of his or her accumulated contributions from the employees’ 
savings fund, he or she shall thereupon cease to be a member and 
shall forfeit all rights in and to a deferred retirement allowance as 
provided for in this section. 

Section 5. Section 292.311 is enacted to read as follows:

THE PENSION ACCUMULATION FUNDS. THE FUNDED POR- 
TION SHALL BE DETERMINED BY THE DECEMBER 31, 1989 
ANNUAL ACTUARIAL EVALUATION PREPARED BY THE 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM'S ACTUARY. UPON TRANSFER OF THE 
ABOVE AMOUNTS, THE EMPLOYEE SHALL WAIVE ALL RIGHTS 
TOA PENSION, ANNUITY, RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE OR

ORDINANCE NO. 825 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, 
PROVIDING FOR THE ADOPTION OF A NEW SIGN CODE FOR 
THE PURPOSE OF PROVIDING COMPREHENSIVE REGULA- 
TIONS FOR THE DESIGN, CONSTRUCTION, LOCATION, 
MAINTENANCE, INSPECTION, INSTALLATION, AND REMOVAL 
OF SIGNS; REQUIRING PERMITS FOR CERTAIN SIGNS AND 
LICENSES FOR THE PERFORMANCE OF CERTAIN WORK; 
PROHIBITING CERTAIN ILLEGAL SIGNS; AND THEREBY 
AMENDING PART FOURTEEN, TITLE FOUR, CHAPTER 1440 OF 
THE CODIFIED ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LANSING. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That Part Fourteen, Title Four, Chapter 1440 of the 
Codified Ordinances of the City of Lansing is hereby amended in its 
entirety by the adoption of a new sign code which is attached 
hereto as Exhibit A and made a part hereof. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) days from its 
passage unless given immediate effect by City Council. 


1440.01 PURPOSE 


The purpose of this Chapter is to create the legal framework for a 
comprehensive and balanced system of signage on private and 
public property within the City of Lansing. This Chapter is intended 
to promote the public health, safety, and welfare of Lansing 
Citizens, to facilitate communication between its citizens and their 
environment, to minimize and/or avoid the visual clutter that may 
be harmful to the City’s appearance, to promote traffic and 
pedestrian safety, and to enhance property values and business 
opportunities within the City. To achieve these purposes, the 
Chapter has the following objectives: 


1. To protect and promote the aesthetic quality of life within the 
City; 

2. To keep signs within a reasonable scale with respect to the 
buildings to which they relate; 


3. To protect the general public from damage and injury caused 
by the hazards and obstructions caused by the placement and/or 
improper maintenance of signage; 


4. To promote the public health, safety, welfare, and constructi- 
on/engineering standards with regard to signage; 


5. To minimize and/or prevent hazards due to collapse, fire, 
Collision, and/or decay of unsafe signage; 


6. To regulate nonconforming signs, provide licensing require- 
ments, and to provide standards for appeal and variance; 
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7. To preserve and/or increase the value of property by ensuring 
the compatibility of signage with surrounding land uses. 


8. To prevent signs from conflicting with surrounding business, 
residential and public land use; 


9. To prevent the placement of signs in a manner which will 
conceal or obscure other signs or adjacent businesses; 


10. To keep the number of signs and sign messages at a 
reasonable level necessary to adequately identify and advertise a 
business, its products and services; . 


11. To preserve and enhance the functional and visual image of 
the City of Lansing as the State Capital of Michigan and the center 
of State government. 


1440.02 DEFINITIONS 


In the construction of this Chapter and any subsequent amend- 
ments thereto, the words and terms shall have the following 
described meaning, except where the context clearly indicates 
otherwise. 


(1) ‘Abandoned Sign’ means any sign which is still on the 
premises 6 months after a business ceases to operate or moves 
from the location. 


(2) ‘Alteration’ means any construction or repair which signifi- 
cantly changes a sign, including additions or deletions to the sign 
structure. 


(3) ‘Animated Sign’ means a sign which indicates movement 
using lights or moving parts. 


(4) ‘Approved Plastic Material’ means plastic material approved 
by U.B.C. Standard 52-3. 


(5) ‘Area’ means the entire area within the limits of writing or 
pictorial representation together with any frame or other material or 
color forming an integral part of the display, excluding the 
necessary supports or uprights on which such sign is placed. 


The area shall be determined by measuring from the outside edge 
of the frame, material or color forming the sign. If the sign has no 
backing, buta wall or canopy is used as the background, a square 
or rectangle shall be formed around the text or symbols, and those 
dimensions used to compute the area. 


When a sign has two (2) or more faces the area of the largest face 
shall be used in determining the area of the sign. 


(6) ‘Balloon’ shall mean any device capable of being inflated with 
air, helium, or other gas and mounted, tied or tethered in such a 
manner as to prevent the balloon from being carried away by the 
wind. 


(7) ‘Banner Sign’ shall mean any sign produced on cloth, paper, 
fabric, oron any other combustible material, either with or without a 
supporting framework. 


(8) ‘Billboard’ shall mean any display sign which contains a 
message unrelated to or not advertising a business transacted or 
goods sold or produced on the premises on which the sign is 
located. 


(9) ‘Building Facade’ shall mean the front of a building facing a 
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right-of-way line. In the case of a corner lot, or in the case of a 
building covering an entire block a building may have more than 
one facade. 


(10) ‘Canopy’ means a structure or frame covered with canvas, 
vinyl or other material usually extending from a wall of a building, 
which provides shelter from sunlight and the elements. ‘Canopy’ 
shall also include awnings. 


(11) ‘Canopy Sign’: A sign displayed and affixed flat on the surface 
of a canopy which does not extend vertically or horizontally beyond 
the limits of the canopy. 


(12) ‘Changeable Copy Sign’ shall mean any sign designed or 
constructed whereby the lettering or message usually contained 
thereon is capable of being changed by rearranging or installing 
new letters or messages without removing, replacing or resurfac- 
ing the face of such sign. 


(13) ‘Combination Sign’ means any sign which combines the 
characteristics of two (2) or more signs. 


(14) ‘Department’ shall mean the Department of Planning and 
Municipal Development, City of Lansing, Michigan. 


(15) ‘Dilapidated Sign’ shall mean any sign, which by reason of 
damage, exposure to the elements, age, natural deterioration, lack 
of maintenance, or other causes has deteriorated so as to have 
fallen into a state of disrepair. 


(16) ‘Directional Sign’ means an on premise sign containing 
non-commercial messages, including but not limited to designa- 
tion of rest rooms, telephone locations, restrictions on smoking, 
and door openings. ‘Directional Sign’ also means a sign containing 
noncommercial messages for, but not limited to, private traffic 
control, and parking signs. 


(17) ‘Director’ means the Director of the Department of Planning 
and Municipal Development, City of Lansing, or his or her 
designated enforcement officer. 


(18) ‘Display Surface’ means the area available on the sign 
structure for the purpose of displaying an advertising message. 


(19) ‘Disrepair’ means any sign as defined herein, which by 
reason of neglect, damage or deterioration, requires repair. 


(20) ‘Double-faced Sign’ means any sign containing two (2) sign 
surfaces. 


(21) ‘Existing Sign’ means any sign which is displayed on and 
after the effective date of this Chapter. . 


(22) ‘Gasoline Price Sign’ means any sign more than two (2) 
square feet in area which is used to advertise the price of gasoline 
or other fuels. In the event that brand identification is used or is a 
part of the sign advertising price, it shall be considered as part of 
the gasoline price sign. 


(23) ‘Ground Pole Sign’ means a sign which is supported by one 
Or more poles, uprights, or braces in or upon the ground, which are 
not part of a building. 


(24) “Height of Sign’ shall mean the maximum vertical distance 
from the uppermost extremity of a sign or sign support to the 
average ground level elevation at the base of the sign. 
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(25) ‘Illuminated Sign’ means any sign which has characters, 
letters, figures, designs, faces, backgrounds or outlines illuminated 
by incandescent or fluorescent lamps or luminous tubes as part of 
the sign proper, such light sources being either external or internal. 


(26) ‘Institutional Use’ means schools, churches, hospitals or any 
other public or quasi-public use permitted in a zoning district. 


(27) ‘Mansard Roof means a sloped roof or roof-like facade 
architecturally comparable to a building wall. 


(28) ‘Marquee’ means a permanent roof-like structure extending 
from part of the wall of a building but not supported by the ground, 
and constructed of material such as metal, glass, wood or any 
other construction material. 


(29) ‘Marquee Sign’ means a sign whichis attached to a marquee. 
These signs shall be treated as wall signs. 


(30) ‘Message Unit’ means a word, an abbreviation, a number 
containing up to seven (7) digits, a symbol, a geometric shape, 
and/or a person's or firm's initials containing up to seven (7) 
letters. Letters or numbers four inches or smaller in height, and 
punctuation marks are not counted in computing a number of 
message units. When a double faced or multiple faced sign is 
installed, only the message units on one side of such sign shall be 
counted in computing the permitted number of message units. 


(31) ‘Mobile Temporary Sign’ is a sign supported on a mobile 
frame with or without wheels, but not including motor vehicles. It is 
not permanently affixed to the ground and is capable with minor 
modification of being moved from one location to another. For the 
purposes of this Chapter, a trailer sign is considered to be a mobile 
temporary sign. 


(32) ‘Moving Message Board’ shall mean an electrical sign 
designed to exhibit a pattern of letters or numbers delivered in such 
fashion so as to appear to be moving lines or words of type. 


(33) ‘Multiple-faced Sign’ means any sign containing three (3) or 
more surfaces containing words, numbers, figures, devices, 
designs, or trademarks visible to the general public and designed 
to inform or attract the attention of persons, so that such messages 
as contained on the sign face are visible to persons viewing such 
signs from two or more directions. 


(34) ‘Noncombustible’ as applied to building construction 
material means a material which, in the form in which it is used, is 
either one of the following: 


A. Material of which no part will ignite and burn when subjected 
to fire. Any material conforming to U.B.C. Standard No. 4-1 shall be 
considered noncombustible within the meaning of this section. 


B. Material having a structural base of noncombustible material 
as defined in (34)A. above, with a surfacing material not over % 
inch thick which has a flame spread rating of 50 or less. 


‘Noncombustible’ does not apply to surface finish materials. 
Materials required to be noncombustible for reduced clearances to 
flues, heating appliances, or other sources of high temperature 
shall refer to material conforming to (34)A. No material shall be 
classed as noncombustible which is subject to increase in 
combustibility or flame spread rating, beyond the limits herein 
established, through the effects of age, moisture or other 
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atmospheric conditions. 


Flame-spread rating as used herein refers to rating obtained 
according to tests conducted as specified in U.B.C. Standard No. 
42-1, 


(35) ‘Nonconforming Sign’ means any sign existing on and after 
the effective date of this Chapter which does not comply with one 
or more of the requirements for signs as contained in this Chapter. 


(36) ‘Parapet’ means that part of any wall entirely above any roof 
line of a building. 


(37) ‘Plastic Material’ means those materials made wholly or 
principally from standardized plastics listed in and described in the 
U.B.C. Standards. 


(38) ‘Political Sign’ means a sign announcing the/candidacy of a 
person or persons running for public office or issues to be voted 
upon at an election. 


(39) ‘Projecting Encroaching Sign’ means a projecting sign that 
projects beyond a private property line into and over public 
property. 


(40) ‘Projecting Sign’ means a sign, other than a wall sign, 
suspended from or supported by a building. 


(41) ‘Roof Sign’ means a sign erected over or on, and wholly or 
partially dependent upon the roof of any building for support or 
attached to the roof in any way. 


(42) ‘Rotating Sign’ means any sign or advertising device that 
rotates or gives the appearance or optical effect of rotating. 


(43) ‘Setback’ is the protected area within which there is no 
encroachment. For purposes of this Chapter, all setback 
dimensions shall be measured from the property line. 


(44) ‘Sign’ means any device, fixture, placard, or structure that 
uses any color, form, graphic, illumination, symbol, or writing to 
advertise, announce the purpose of, or identify the purpose of a 
person or entity, or to communicate information of any kind to the 
public. 


(45) ‘Sign Support’ means a supporting structure with or without a 
sign thereon. 


(46) ‘Temporary Sign’ means a sign, banner, inflatable, or other 
advertising device constructed of wood, cloth, canvas, fabric or 
other light material, with or without a structural frame, intended for a 
limited period of display, including decorative displays for holidays 
or public demonstrations. 


(47) ‘Time and Temperature Sign’ means a sign with numbers 
expressing the time and/or temperature and designed to reflect 
changes in such information. 


(48) ‘U.B.C. Standards’ means the UNIFORM BUILDING CODE 
Standards for the UNIFORM BUILDING CODE, being Part XI of the 
UNIFORM BUILDING CODE, as adopted by the City and as 
amended from time to time. 


(49) ‘Uniform Building Code’ means the UNIFORM BUILDING 
CODE published by the International Conference of Building 
Officials, as adopted and amended from time to time. 
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(50) ‘Unsafe’, ‘Dangerous’ means any sign which becomes 
insecure or in danger of falling. 


(51) ‘Unlawful’ means any sign that is erected, or maintained in 
violation of this Chapter. 


(52) ‘Wall Sign’ means a sign which is attached to, and/or affixed 
to, the face of the wall of any building structure or part thereof, 
provided that no part of any such sign extends more than 
twenty-four (24) inches from the face of the exterior wall. 


(53) ‘Window Sign’ means any paper, cardboard, or painted 
graphics or other material conveying an advertising message 
which is designed for or placed behind any window visible to the 
public. 


1440.03 SCOPE OF REQUIREMENTS 


It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to erect, 
construct, maintain or alter any sign in the City of Lansing without 
complying with the provisions of this Chapter. Any sign already 
erected on the effective date of this Chapter, and which is rendered 
nonconforming by the provisions of this Chapter, and any sign 
which is rendered nonconforming as a result of subsequent 
amendments hereto, shall be subject to the regulations concerning 
nonconforming structures and uses set forth in the Zoning 
Ordinance. 


1440.04 ENFORCEMENT 


(a) AUTHORITY OF DIRECTOR OF PLANNING AND MUNICI- 
PAL DEVELOPMENT 


The Director is authorized to enforce this Chapter. 
(b) RIGHT OF ENTRY 


Whenever necessary to make an inspection to enforce any of the 
provisions of this Chapter, or whenever the Director has 
reasonable cause to believe that there exists in any building or 
upon any premises any condition or violation of this Chapter which 
makes such building or premises unsafe, dangerous or hazardous, 
the Director may enter such building or premises at all reasonable 
times to inspect the same or to perform any duty imposed upon the 
Director by this Chapter, provided that if such building or premises 
be occupied, the Director shall first present proper credentials and 
request entry; and if such building or premises be unoccupied, 
he/she shall first make a reasonable effort to locate the owner or 
other persons having charge or control of the building or premises 
and request entry. If such entry is refused, the Director shall have 
recourse to every remedy provided by law to secure entry. 


1440.05 LICENSE REQUIRED; EXCEPTION 


No person shall engage in the business of, or perform work of 
installing, erecting, maintaining, repairing or altering any sign 
without first obtaining a license therefor from the City Clerk. 
Notwithstanding the preceding sentence, a person does not need 
alicense to obtain a permit to install a nonelectrical sign, provided 
the sign does not exceed an area of thirty two (32) square feet, a 
height of seven (7) feet above grade, has no illumination, and no 
remuneration, monetary or otherwise, is involved. 


(a) INSURANCE REQUIREMENTS FOR LICENSES 
(1) INSURANCE 
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Every person engaged in the installation, alteration, maintenance, 
repair or erection of signs shall file with the City Clerk proof of a 
general liability insurance policy which insures such person and 
the City against any liability imposed upon such person and/or the 
City arising out of the performance of the work carried on by such 
person. Such insurance shall provide for the payment to any 
person injured, or to another by reason of the death of any one 
person, to the extent of one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000.00), and for the payment of three hundred thousand 
dollars ($300,000.00) for injuries to or the death of more than one 
person, and for property damage in the amount of one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000.00). 


(b) LICENSE FEES AND PERMIT FEES 


(1) Fees for licenses required by this Chapter shall be 
established by resolution of City Council. All such licenses shall 
automatically-expire on April 30 of each year unless renewed. All 
such license fees shall be nonrefundable. 


(c) PERMITS AND INSPECTION FEES,: 


(1) Allfees, except as otherwise provided in this Chapter, shall 
be set by resolution of City Council and paid in advance. Copies of 
the resolution setting the sign permit fees shall be filed in the office 
of the City Clerk. 


(2) The permit fees for all signs shall be in addition to any fees 
required for electrical inspections when electric lighting is used. 


1440.06 PERSONS HAVING SIGNS ERECTED: PERMIT 
REQUIRED: EXCEPTIONS 


(a) IN GENERAL 


No person shall erect, construct, relocate, or cause or permit to be 
erected, constructed, relocated, or significantly altered any sign in 
the City without first obtaining a permit therefor from the 
Department of Planning and Municipal Development, except as 
defined in (e) below. A separate permit shall be required for each 
sign. Electrical signs shall, in addition, require an electrical permit. 


(b) SUBMISSION OF REQUIRED SIGN PERMIT APPLICATION 
Each sign permit application shall require the applicant to provide 
the following information: 


(1) The name, current address and current telephone number 
of the applicant. 


(2) The legal description or the permanent parcel number, and 
the address of the parcel on which the activity is to occur. 


(3) The location of the proposed sign relative to the property 
lines of the parcel. 


(4) All points of ingress and egress on the subject parcel and on 
adjacent parcels if there are adjacent parcels within sixty (60) feet 
of the proposed sign location or alteration, and the location of 
parking spaces if any. 


(5) A sign plan which includes the following information: 
location of sign.on parcel, sign dimensions, sign message 
dimensions, height, width of building, parcel zoning district, and a 
sign sketch. 


(6) Construction design information. 
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(7) Any other information which in the determination of the 
Department may be necessary to adequately review the proposal. 


(c) SIGN PERMIT APPLICATION REVIEW AND APPROVAL 


Sign permit applications along with appropriate nonrefundable fee 
shall be submitted to the Building Safety Division on forms made 
available by the City. Upon receipt of a sign permit application, the 
Building Safety Division shall forward the application to the 
Planning Division for review and approval prior to the issuance of a 
sign permit. If it is discovered that the sign permit application 
contains any false information, the Building Safety Division may 
revoke the permit or deny the permit application, whichever is 
appropriate. 


(d) ENLARGEMENT OR RELOCATION 


No person shall enlarge, alter, modify or relocate any sign except in 
conformity with the provisions of this chapter relating to new signs. 
The changing of removable parts of an approved sign that is 
designed for such changes, or the repainting or reposting of 
display matter, shall not be deemed an alteration, provided that the 
conditions of the original approval and the requirements of this 
Chapter are not violated. 


(e) EXCEPTIONS 
No sign permit shall be required for the following signs: 
(1) Signs less than ten (10) square feet; or 
(2) Temporary signs as permitted in Section 1440.18. 


Such exceptions, however, shall not be considered to relieve the 
owner of the sign from responsibility for its placement, erection, 
maintenance, removal, and disposal ina safe manner and in 
compliance with the provisions of this Chapter. 


(f) APPEAL PROCEDURE 
An appeal of any decision by the Director shall be made as follows: 


1. Appeals pertaining to the structural features of a sign shall 
be made to the Building Board of Appeals. 


2. Square footage of sign area, setback requirements, 
message unit limitations, and other dimensional requirements shall 
be made to the City of Lansing Board of Zoning Appeals. 


3. Allappeals shall be made within 30 days from date of receipt 
of decision by the Director. 


An appeal fee shall be nonrefundable and paid at the time of the 
filing of the appeal and shall be in an amount as established by 
resolution adopted by the City Council. The appeal application 
shall specify the particular grounds upon which the appeal is 
based and shall be signed by a party aggrieved or his or her 
authorized representative. If a variance is sought, the appeal shall 
specify the requirements from which the variance is sought and the 
nature and extent of such variance. 


(g) PENALTY 


Any person, firm or corporation violating any of the provisions of 
this Chapter shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and each person 
shall be deemed guilty of a separate offense for each and every 
day or portion thereof during which any violation of any of the 
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provisions of this ordinance is committed, continued, or permitted. 
(h) INSPECTION OF WORK COVERED BY PERMIT 


A person conducting or performing work covered by a permit 
required by this Chapter shall notify the Director when such work 
has commenced, in accordance with the inspection schedule 
established by the Building Safety Division. Unless otherwise 
indicated, no person shall conceal any portion of such work until it 
has been inspected and approved by the Director. When required, 
a Certificate of Inspection will be issued. No electrical or 
illuminated sign shall be permanently operated before it has been 
inspected in accordance with the City of Lansing Electrical Code. 


(i) SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION OF LICENSES AND 
PERMITS 


The Director shall give notice, in writing, to the holder of a license or 
permit issued under this Chapter of the reasons for any proposed 
suspension or revocation of such license or permit, which notice 
shall be served upon such holder at least five (5) days before the 
time set for the hearing before the Building Board of Appeals. At the 
hearing, the licensee or permittee may appear, in person, be 
represented by counsel, and contest such suspension or 
revocation. For good cause shown at such hearing, the Building 
Board of Appeals may suspend or revoke any such license or 
permit. 


1440.07 UNSAFE AND DANGEROUS OR UNLAWFUL SIGNS: 
NOTICE TO CORRECT OR REMOVE 


Unsafe and dangerous or unlawful signs as determined by the 
Director, shall be immediately removed or shall be made safe or 
lawful, whichever is appropriate in accordance with all the 
provisions of this Chapter. The Director shall notify, by written 
notice, the property owner, and/or other known responsible 
parties, of such condition and shall direct them to remove or make 
immediate corrections, whichever is appropriate. Should the 
property owner and/or other known responsible parties fail to 
comply with such notice, the Director shall take all action 
necessary to remove or correct the unsafe condition, whichever is 
correct. Any cost incurred by the City in removing or making the 
sign safe shall be a lien against the real property on which the sign 
is located and shall be reported to the City Assessor, who shall 
assess the cost against the property. 


1440.08 MAINTENANCE AND INSPECTION 


Every sign in the City, including those signs for which permits are 
required, or exempt signs for which no permits are required shall be 
maintained in good structural condition at all times. All signs, 
including exempt signs, shall be kept neatly painted, including all 
metal parts and supports. The Director shall, from time to time, 
inspect and have the authority to order the painting, repair, 
alteration or removal of signs which become dilapidated or are 
abandoned, or which constitute a physical hazard to public safety. 


1440.09 EXISTING SIGNS 


No sign heretofore approved and erected shall be altered or 
relocated either on the same or to other premises. No sign, or any 
Substantial part thereof, which is destroyed, shall be reerected, 
reconstructed, rebuilt or relocated, unless the same is in 
compliance with all applicable requirements of this Chapter. 
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1440.10 NONCONFORMING SIGNS AND BILLBOARDS 


Signs or billboards erected, constructed or installed prior to the 
effective date of this Chapter and which do not conform to the 
regulations and restrictions contained in this Chapter shall be 
deemed to be “nonconforming” and shall be regulated under the 
nonconforming section of the Zoning Ordinance. 


1440.11 DESIGN AND CONSTRUCTION 
(a) Design 


(1) General. Signs and sign structures shall be designed and 
constructed to resist wind and seismic forces as specified in this 
section. All bracing systems shall be designed and constructed to 
transfer lateral forces to the foundations. For signs on buildings, the 
dead and lateral loads shall be transmitted through the structural 
frame of the building to the ground in such a manner as not to 
overstress any of the elements thereof. The overturning moment 
produced from lateral forces shall inno case exceed two-thirds of 
the dead-load resisting moment. Uplift due to overturning shall be 
adequately resisted by proper anchorage to the ground or to the 
structural frame of the building. The weight of earth superimposed 
over footings may be used in determining the deadload resisting 
moment. Such earth shall be carefully placed and thoroughly 
compacted. 


(2) Wind Loads. Signs and sign structures shall be designed 
and constructed to resist wind forces as specified in Chapter 23 of 
the Building Code. 


(3) Seismic Loads. Signs and sign structures shall be designed 
and constructed to resist seismic forces as specified in Chapter 23 
of the Building Code. 


(4) Combined Loads. Wind and seismic loads need not be 
combined in the design of signs or sign structures; only that loading 
producing the larger stresses need be used. 


Vertical design loads, except roof live loads, shall be assumed to 
be acting simultaneously with the wind or seismic loads. 


(5) Allowable Stresses. The design of wood, concrete, steel or 
aluminum members shall conform to the requirements of Chapters 
25, 26, 27 and 28 of the Building Code. Loads both vertical and 
horizontal, exerted on the soil shall not produce stresses 
exceeding those specified in Chapter 29 of the Building Code. 


The working stresses of wire rope and its fastenings shall not 
exceed 25 percent of the ultimate strength of the rope or fasteners. 
Working stresses for wind or seismic loads combined with dead 
loads may be increased as specified in Chapter 23 of the Building 
Code. 


(b) Construction 


(1) General. The supports for all signs or sign structures shall 
be placed in or upon private property and shall be securely built, 
constructed and erected in conformance with the requirements of 
this code. 


(2) Materials. Materials of construction for signs and sign 
structures shall be of the quality and grade as specified for 
buildings in the Building Code. In all signs and sign structures the 
materials and details of construction shall, inthe absence of 
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specified requirements, conform with the following: 


Structural steel shall be of such quality as to conform with U.B.C. 
Standard No. 27-1. Secondary members in contact with or directly 
supporting the display surface may be formed of light gauge steel, 
provided such members are designed in accordance with the 
specifications of the design of light gauge steel as specified in 
U.B.C. Standard No. 27-9 and in addition shall be galvanized. 
Secondary members, when formed integrally with the display 
surface, shall be not less than 0.024 inch in thickness. When not 
formed integrally with the display surface, the minimum thickness 
of the secondary members shall be 0.10 inch. The minimum 
thickness of hot-rolled steel members furnishing structural support 
for signs shall be % inch, except that, if galvanized, such members 
shall be not less than % inch thick. Steel pipes shall be of such 
quality as to conform with U.B.C. Standard No. 27-1. Steel 
members may be connected with one galvanized bolt, provided the 
connection is adequate to transfer the stresses in the members. 
Anchors and supports when of wood and embedded in the soil, or 
within 6 inches of the soil, shall be of all heartwood of a durable 
species or shall be pressure treated with an approved preserva- 
tive. Such members shall-be marked or branded by an approved 
agency. 


(3) Restrictions on Combustible Materials. Ground signs and 
Canopy signs may be constructed of any material meeting the 
requirements of this Chapter. All other signs permitted by this 
Chapter shall be constructed of noncombustible materials. No 
combustible materials other than approved plastics shall be used 
in the construction of electric signs. 


Exceptions: Nonelectric wall signs may be constructed of 
unprotected combustible materials on walls permitted to be of 
unprotected combustible construction. 


(4) Nonstructural Trim. Nonstructural trim and portable display 
surfaces may be of wood, metal, approved plastics or any 
combination thereof. 


(5) Anchorage. Members supporting unbraced signs shall be 
So proportioned that the bearing loads imposed on the soil in either 
direction, horizontal or vertical, shall not exceed the safe values. 
Braced ground signs shall be anchored to resist the specified wind 
or seismic load acting in any direction. Anchors and supports shall 
be designed for safe bearing loads on the soil and for an effective 
resistance to pullout amounting to a force 25 percent greater than 
the required resistance to overturning. Anchors and supports shall 
penetrate to a depth below ground greater than that of the frost line. 
Mobile temporary signs supported by frames or posts rigidly 
attached to the base shall be so proportioned that the weight and 
size of the base will be adequate to resist the wind pressure 
specified in this Chapter. Signs attached to masonry, concrete or 
steel shall be safely and securely fastened thereto by means of 
metal anchors, bolts or approved expansion screws of sufficient 
size and anchorage to support safely the loads applied. 


No wooden blocks or plugs or anchors with wood used in 
connection with screws or nails shall be considered proper 
anchorage, except in the case of signs attached to wood framing. 


No anchor or support of any sign shall be connected to, or 
supported by an unbraced parapet wall, unless such wall is 
designed in accordance with the requirements for parapet walls 
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specified for seismic zones in the Building Code. 
(c) Illumination . 


WIRING INSTALLATION: OPEN SPARK OR FLAME PROHIBITED 
No sign shall be illuminated by other than electrical devices. Wiring 
shall be installed in accordance with the requirements of the 
NATIONAL ELECTRICAL CODE. Inno case shall any open spark 
or flame be used for display purposes. 


1440.12 GROUND/POLE SIGNS 
(a) PERMITTED ZONING DISTRICTS 


Ground/pole signs are permitted in all zoning districts except no 
ground/pole signs shall be permitted in residential zoning districts 
or the D-2 Residential/Office Zoning District. 


(b) NUMBER 


One ground/pole sign per parcel is allowed. On corner properties 
facing major or minor arterials, one additional ground/pole sign 
may be permitted provided it complies with the remaining 
provisions of this Chapter. 


(c) HEIGHT AND AREA 


The maximum height and area of the ground/pole sign will be 
determined by using the ground/pole sign primary regulation chart 
and the ground/pole sign secondary regulation chart, (h)(8). 


(d) LOCATION 


Ground/pole signs shall be located on private property and the 
ground/pole sign or any portion there of shall not project over 
public property. The setback from the right-of-way will be 
determined by using the ground/pole sign primary and secondary 
regulation chart. 


(e) OBSTRUCTION TO ACCESS 


No ground/pole sign shall be erected or maintained so as to 
obstruct access to or from any building, sidewalk, or street. 


(f) WIND LOADS 


Ground/pole signs shall be constructed and/or installed to 
withstand wind loads as specified in the Building Code. 


(g) MAINTENANCE 


The physical conditions of each ground/pole sign and its 
immediate surrounding premises shall be maintained in a clean, 
sanitary and inoffensive condition. 


(h) GENERAL GROUND/POLE SIGN REGULATIONS 
(1) RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS (A, A-1, B, C) 


A. Ground/pole signs are not permitted in A, A-1, B, and C 
Residential Zoning Districts. 


(2) MULTIPLE RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS IDENTIFICATION 
SIGNS (DM-1, DM-2, DM-3, and DM-4) 


A. Ground/Pole signs shall: 


1. Not be permitted on a parcel containing less than 12,000 
square feet of parcel area. 


——————— 
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2. Be permitted on parcels containing 12,000 square feet up 
to % acre of parcel area. The ground/pole sign shall not exceed 20 
square feet of sign area and no illumination is permitted. 


3. Be permitted on parcels containing over /2 acre of parcel 
area. The ground/pole shall not exceed 40 square feet of sign area 
and illumination is permitted. 


B. Where ground/pole signs are permitted under this 
subsection, the following conditions are applicable: 


1. One sign per lot. 

2. Twenty feet minimum set back from the property line. 

3. Six feet maximum height. 

4. Only used for building, or development identification. 
(3) PROFESSIONAL OFFICE DISTRICT (D-1 AND E-1) 


A. Ground/Pole signs are permitted in the D-1 and E-1 
Professional Office Zoning Districts subject to the following 
conditions: 


1. No more than one ground/pole sign per parcel. 

2. Parcels containing less than ¥2 acre of parcel area: 
a. Forty square feet maximum size area; and 
b. Fifteen feet minimum setback from property, and 
c. Six feet maximum height 


3. Parcels containing 2 acre or more of parcel area must 
conform to the requirements set forth in Chart II for maximum 
height, setback and area. 


B. Wherever ground/pole signs are permitted in this 
subsection, the following additional restrictions are applicable: 


1. No sign illumination, shall be permitted if the sign is 
located anywhere on a parcel that is immediately adjacent to 
residential use unless the parcel exceeds 12,000 square feet. 


(4) RESIDENTIAL/OFFICE DISTRICT (D-2) 


Ground/pole signs shall not be permitted in the D-2 Residential- 
/Office Zoning District. 


(5) ZONING DISTRICTS E-2, F, F-1, G-1, G-2, H AND | 
Ground/pole signs shall be permitted in E-2, F, F-1,G-1, G-2, H 
and | Zoning Districts subject to the following conditions: 


A. One sign per parcel; and 


. B. The ground/pole sign must conform to

(6) DIRECTIONAL SIGNS 


Ground/pole directional signs shall be permitted in DM-1, DM-2, 
DM-3, DM-4, D-1, E-1, D-2, F, F-1,G-1, G-2, H and | subject to the 
following conditions: 


A. No more than one ground/pole sign per property 
entrance/exit; and 


B. Must not exceed 4 square feet maximum in size area; and

C. Institutions located on parcels containing less than 2 acres 
of land area shall be allowed a maximum of 20 square feet of 
ground/pole sign area, with height and set back determined oy 
Chart Il to a maximum height of 8 feet. 


D. All institutional ground/pole signs permitted under this 
subsection shall: 


1. Be set back at least 20 feet from the property line, or shall 
be set back according to Chart II, whichever is less; and 


2. Be no more than 8 feet in height; and ES * 
3. May be illuminated. a. 26 
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(8) Dimensional Requirements for Ground/Pole Signs 


Ground/Pole sign primary regulations are set forth in Chart | and are intended to provide for more restrictive regulations (area, height, setback) for 
ground/pole signs which are adjacent to more restrictive land uses (€.g., commercial signage adjacent to residential structures). Chart | is applied 
by determining the land use of the parcel on which the proposed ground/pole sign is to be located and comparing it to the most restrictive adjacent 
land use for purposes of identifying dimensional requirements. In situations where commercial signage is proposed, Chart | is used in conjunction 
with Chart Il to determine dimensional regulations.

c. Multiple uses on parcels containing 2 acre or more of parcel area shall be allowed one ground/pole sign containing a maximum of 40 
square feet of sign area. 


3. For office signs on parcels of % acre or more of parcel area, the restrictions regarding area, set back, and height, contained in Chart II shall be 
applicable. 


For office signs on parcels of less than / acre in area, the restrictions regarding area, set back, and height contained in Chart II shall be applicable 
with the maximum height being 6 feet and the maximum sign area being 40 square feet.

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1440.19 MOBILE TEMPORARY SIGN 
(a) PERMITS 


A permit must be obtained from the Department and the 
appropriate nonrefundable fees paid by the sign owner/user 
before any mobile temporary sign is allowed to be placed on any 
parcel. A site plan, drawn to scale, shall show the location of the 
proposed mobile temporary sign as it relates to property lines, 
structures on the property, roadways and driveways/curb cuts. 


A permit or permits totaling not more than 60 days per calendar 
year will be allowed. 

A new application, permit and payment of the appropriate fees are 
required for each time period. One (1) mobile temporary sign will be 
permitted at one time for each parcel. The sign owner and/or 
business proprietor will be responsible for removal at the end of the 
permit period. 


(b) LOCATION 


A mobile temporary sign shall be located at the parcel indicated on 


the permit. The sign shall be set back a minimum of five (5’) feet 
from the property line. Mobile temporary signs are allowed only in 
the following zoning districts: E-2, F, F-1, G-1, G-2, H and |. Signs 
shall be placed in such a manner so as not to obstruct the visibility 
of vehicle traffic on adjacent properties and at street intersections. 
Institutional land uses are permitted to have a mobile temporary 
sign in accordance with the regulations of this Chapter. 


(c) SIZE 


A mobile temporary sign shall not exceed eight (8') feet in any one 
of its dimensions, or thirty-two (32) square feet in area. 


(d) IDENTIFICATION 


Each mobile temporary sign shall have securely fastened there to 
a name plate showing the name, current address, and phone 
number of the current owner of the sign. The sign owner and/or 
business proprietor shall be responsible for proper placement. 


(e) COMPLIANCE 


A mobile temporary sign placed in violation of any provisions of this 
section may be impounded. Any costs associated with the 
impoundment and removal of the sign by the City shall be deducted 
from the deposit on file with the City. Five (5) calendar days from 
the date of notification to the sign owner and/or business 
proprietor of the impoundment, the sign may be disposed of if not 
claimed or made to comply. 


Any existing mobile temporary sign in use after the date of adoption 
of this chapter without a permit or proper identification will be 
tagged with a violation notice. If the sign is not made to comply 
within fifteen (15) calendar days after the violation sticker is 
applied, it may be impounded. Five (5) calendar days after the 
impoundment, if the sign is not claimed and made to comply, it may 
be disposed of. 


(f) FEES 


A deposit fee of $150.00 will be required for each permit. A fee of 
$50.00 will be required for the first 15 days of permitted use per 
calendar year. A fee of $5.00 a day will be required for each day 
beyond 15 days per calendar year to a maximum of 60 days per

calendar year. The appropriate fee and the appropriate deposit fee 
shall be nonrefundable and shall be paid at the time of each 
application. If the sign is not removed within three (3) calendar 
days after the end of its permitted period, the deposit will become 
property, of the City and the sign may be impounded at the expense 
of the sign owner and/or business proprietor. The sign may be 
reclaimed by the sign owner and/or business proprietor up to five 
(5) calendar days after impoundment provided the sign owner 
and/or business proprietor pays double the initial permit fee.

Trailer signs converted to permanent signs shall be considered 
ground/pole and/or wall signs and shail be installed in accor- 
dance with applicable provisions pertaining to permanent 
ground/pole signs and or all signs. 


1440.20 MESSAGE UNIT 


(a) Definition ‘Message Unit’ means a word, an abbreviation, a 
number containing up to seven (7) digits, a symbol, a geometric 
shape, a person's or firm’s initials containing up to seven (7) letters. 
Letters or numbers four inches or smaller in height and punctuation 
marks are not counted in computing a number of message units. 
When a double faced sign or multiple faced sign is installed only 
the message units on one side of such sign shall be counted in 
computing the permitted number of message units. 


(b) The following listed signs shall not contain in excess of a 
total of ten (10) message units per sign: 


(1) Changeable copy sign 
(2) Ground/pole sign 

(3) Wall sign 

(4) Canopy sign 

(5) Projecting sign 


(c) MESSAGE UNIT EXCEPTIONS 


The following signs shall be exempt from the message unit 
limitations contained in this section, but subject to the other 
regulations. 
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(1) Gasoline price signs. A gasoline service station shall be 
permitted signs on each pump island indicating the prices, the 
types of gasoline and the type of service. 


(2) Abusiness with frontage on more than one principal, minor 


or collector street may be permitted ten (10) additional message © 


units on each additional street side. 


(3) Business Name. If the name of the proprietor of a business 
exceeds ten (10) message units, said name may be displayed on 
each Principal, Minor or Collector street frontage provided no other 
message units are displayed by that business on said frontage. 


(4) Signs not exceeding 2% square feet which contain 
noncommercial messages including designation of rest rooms, 
telephone location, restrictions on smoking and door openings. 


(5) Memorial signs on tablets, names of buildings and date of 
erection, when cut into masonry surface of a building or when 
constructed of bronze or other noncombustible material affixed to 
a building. 


(6) Wall plaques or signs designating a building as a historical 
structure. 


(7) Business signs containing information on credit cards or 
business affiliations. 


(8) Political signs, advocating or opposing a candidate for 
public office or a position on an issue to be determined at an 
election. 


(9) Signs authorized by the State of Michigan, or any of its 
agencies or political subdivisions. 


1440.21 PROHIBITED SIGNS 


Signs not specifically permitted by this Chapter are prohibited. For 
Clarity, the following signs are identified as being illegal: 


(a) Abandoned signs. 
(b) Animated signs. 


(c) Balloons, large inflated animals and other objects which 
are used as signs. 


(d) Banner signs extending on or over public property, except 
as authorized by the City. 


(e) Pennants, streamers, spinners and strings of lights, except 
“holiday” decorations. 


(f) Roof signs, except mansard roof signs, which are regulated 
as wall signs. 


(g) Signs which: 
(1) Are unlawfully installed or erected. 


(2) Are structurally unsafe or capable of causing electrical 
shock. 


(3) Make use of the words “STOP”, “LOOK”, “DANGER, or 
any words or symbols which would tend to mislead or confuse 
vehicle operators. 


(4) Obstruct or impair access to windows, doors, roofs, or 
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other openings used for fire escape. 


(5) Are attached to trees, utility poles, standpipes or gutter 
drains. 


6). Contains obscene matter. 


(7) Contain flashing, blinking, moving or exposed incandes- 


__ cent lights, except moving message boards. 


(8) If attached to a building, project above the parapet or roof 
line. ; . 


1440.22 BILLBOARDS 


(a). STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


The following regulations are intended to protect the public health, 
safety and welfare by regulating the location, size, height, spacing 
and other features of billboards. These regulations are designed to 
ensure that billboards are not incompatible with other signs and 
land uses, and are not detrimental to the aesthetic quality of the 
community. Accordingly, billboards shall be permitted only in 
select nonresidential districts of the City subject to the regulations 
contained in this section. 


(b) PERMITTED ZONING DISTRICTS 


Billboards are permitted only in the F Commercial, G-2 Wholesale, 
H Light Industrial and | Heavy Industrial District, as well as unzoned 
areas if contiguous properties are zoned F, G-2, H or, and all other 
requirements are met. 


(c) AREA OF BILLBOARDS 


(1) Billboards on a major/principal arterial as defined by the 
City’s Master Plan, as mended from time to time, are allowed a 
maximum of 672 square feet of sign area. A temporary extension 
comprising 20 percent of the allowable area may be added 


_ providing the extension does not extend five feet beyond the 


perimeter of the sign. 


(2) Billboards ona minor arterial as defined by the City’s 
Master Plan, as amended from time to time, are allowed a 
maximum of 300 square feet of sign area. 


(d) SETBACK 


Billboards must comply with the set back requirements of the 
Zoning District in which they are located and no billboard or any 
portion thereof shall project over the public right-of-way or public 


property. 
(e) LOCATION 


Billboards are only allowed on major/principal arterials and on 
minor arterials as defined by the City’s Master Plan, as amended 
from time to time. 


(f) TEMPORARY PORTABLE BILLBOARD 


Temporary portable billboards may be approved by permit for 
specified time periods. 


(g) DISTANCE FROM OTHER BILLBOARDS 


Billboards shall comply with spacing requiren:ents of federal and 
state regulations, and in no case shall a billboard be permitted to be 
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erected or constructed within four hundred (400’) feet of any other 
billboard on the same side of the road. 


(h) DISTANCE FROM RESIDENTIAL ZONING DISTRICT 


No billboard will be allowed to be erected or constructed within 
seventy-five (75') feet of any parcel with residential zoning. This 
distance will be measured from the closest part of the billboard to 
the nearest residential zoning district property line. 


(i) HEIGHT 


The maximum height to the top of any billboard shall be thirty-five 
(35') feet. Unless otherwise prohibited, billboards located on 
interstate expressways shall be allowed to achieve a height of 25 
feet above the pavement grade regardless of the total height of the 
billboard. 


(j.) ILLUMINATION 


The light rays from any billboard which is externally illuminated 
shall be cast directly upon the billboard and shall not be visible to 
motor vehicle operators, except as may be reflected from the face 
of the billboard. No flashing illumination is allowed. 


1440.23 CAPITOL CENTER DISTRICT 
(a) PURPOSE/INTENT 


The purpose/intent of the Capito! Center District is to place more 
restrictive sign regulation on the area associated with the Michigan 
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State Capitol Building. This is a unique area within the State and the 
City and as such deserves sign regulations that will preserve 
vistas, protect the dignity of and enhance the visual cityscape of 
the Capitol. 


(b) DISTRICT AREA 


Beginning at the intersection of North Cedar and East Saginaw 
thence south along North Cedar Street to the north property line of 
lots on the north side of Michigan Avenue thence east along said 
property lines to Pennsylvania Avenue thence south along 
Pennsylvania Avenue to the south property lines of properties on 
the south side of East Michigan Avenue thence west along said 
property lines to the east property lines of properties on the east 
side of South Larch thence south along said properties to the north 
property lines of the properties on the north side of East Hillsdale 
thence east along said property lines extended to South Hosmer 
thence south along South Hosmer to the north property lines of the 
properties located on the north side of East St. Joseph thence east 
along said property line to Pennsylvania Avenue thence south 
along South Pennsylvania to |-496 thence west along |-496 to the 
southbound lane of King/Logan Blvd thence north along 
King/Logan Blvd to West lonia Street thence east along West lonia 
to the west property lines of the properties on the west side of 
Seymour Street thence north along said property line to West 
Saginaw Street thence east along West Saginaw to the point of 
beginning. 
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1440.24 SIGN REGULATIONS APPLICABLE TO THE CAPITOL 
CENTER DISTRICT 


No sign shall be erected or constructed within the Capitol Center 


District that does not comply with the general rules and regulations . 


contained in this Chapter or any special regulation pertaining to the 
Capito! Center District. 


(a) TEMPORARY SIGNS

(1) Fifteen percent (15%) of the first story facade of the 
building, not to exceed forty (40) square feet. 


(2) Ifaground/pole sign is erected, only one wall sign shall be 
permitted. 


(3) Properties with more than one (1) street frontage shall be 
allowed a maximum of forty (40) square feet. 


(4) Properties which, in unique circumstances, require larger 
wall signs may appeal to the Board of Zoning Appeals. This special 
approval variance can only grant larger wail signs up to maximum 
City-wide limitations. 


(c) GROUND/POLE SIGNS 
(1) One (1) ground/pole sign per property. 


(2) Dimensions for ground/ pole signs in the E-1, E-2, F-1, F, 
G-1, G-2, H, and! zoning districts shall be based upon the following 
table (excerpted from ground/pole city-wide regulations).

cannot meet the minimum ground/pole sign restrictions. 


D. The maximum square footage of a projecting sign is 16 
square feet and the area of the projecting sign will be deducted 
from the permitted maximum wall sign area. 


(e) PAINTED WALL SIGNS 


(1) Painted wall signs are permitted provided they comply with 
the same standards as other wall signs. 


(f) AWNING/CANOPY SIGNS 
(1) Awning/canopy signs shall be regulated as wall signs. 


(2) The square footage of the sign shall be determined by 
striking straight lines around the extremities of the text or message 
to form a square or rectangle. The total area of the awning or 
canopy shall not be used in computing the size of the sign. 


(g) INSTITUTIONS/MULTIPLE RESIDENTIAL IDENTIFICA- 
TION SIGNS 


This type of sign is regulated the same as in the remainder of the 
City. 
(h) PROHIBITED SIGNS 
(1) Permanent Billboards 
(2) Roof signs 
(3) Parapet signs 
1440.25 GATEWAY AND ENTRANCE MARKER SIGNS 


Gateway or entrance marker signs within the public right of-way in 
boulevard medians: 


(a) The gateway sign must meet the conceptual design 
approval of the Planning Board and City Council. 


(b) The sign and land must be retained in ownership by the City. 
All construction, utility extension, maintenance or repair of the sign

(a) DETERMINATION 


Any building with two (2) or more commercial establishments that 
share a common parking area shall be considered a shopping 
center. 


(b) TYPES OF SIGNS PERMITTED 


Ground/pole, wall, canopy, temporary and window signs are 
permitted in shopping centers and planned commercial centers. 


(c) NUMBER OF WALL SIGNS 


Each establishment in a shopping center shall be allowed one (1) 
wall sign. The area of the wall sign shall be determined from the 
lineal footage of the portion of the building's facade that the 
establishment occupies. 


(d) NUMBER OF GROUND SIGNS 


A shopping center located on the corner of a major or minor arterial 
is allowed one (1) ground/pole sign on each street frontage.

Pictorial wall murals and other graphic or artistically decorative 
artworks of a non-commercial nature shall be exempt from 
regulation by this Chapter.

7. That the City continue its efforts to contain costs through 
negotiations with its unions and with other governmental units so 
that service levels and jobs be preserved as much as is feasible in 
light of economic conditions. 


8. That the City only accept grants which are both operationally 
and financially prudent and needed to maintain or improve critical 
services and that all grant fund positions shall terminate upon 
expiration of the grant funding. 


9. That the City acknowledge and explain to its citizens the 
correlation between services and costs by establishing a monthly 
fact sheet which details a service, its purpose and its cost and send 
this to neighborhood councils and post within the lobby, 9th and 
10th floors.

In granting this request the City Council considered the following: 


Compatibility with Surrounding Uses 

The proposed parking lot is a use which could reasonably be 
expected in an area zoned and used for office purposes. As long as 
the site is well screened and buffered, it should be generally 
compatible with surrounding uses. 


Change in Essential Character 

The change in essential character occurred when the two 
structures previously used for residential purposes were razed 
leaving vacant land. With those structures gone, change was 
inevitable. The parking lot appears to be an interim use as the area 
gradually transitions to an office environment. 


Interference with Enjoyment of Adjacent Properties 

Properly screened and buffered the lot should not interfere with 
neighboring properties except the one immediately north. It would 
appear on the initial plan that car bumpers will touch the adjacent 
structure presently being converted for office use. Having the 
parking lot located so close could be very detrimental. 


Improvement to Property in Keeping with Natural Environment 

A well landscaped, hard surfaced parking lot would represent an 
improvement over the vacant land as well as an improvement to 
the natural environment if dust is reduced as a result of the project. 


Creation of Environmental Hazards 
It would seem that dust and soil erosion would be lessened as well 
as the visual appearance enhanced. 


Adequate Services and Utilities 
Standard utilities are available to the site. However, there is some 


IS 
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concern over storm water flow. Details of storm water detention on 
site will have to be worked out to the satisfaction of.the Public 
Service Department. 


Impact on Capacity of Services and Utilities 

The storm sewers as mentioned previously are somewhat 
inadequate. It will be necessary for storm water flows to be retained 
On site and released in a timely fashion so as not to negatively 
impact the existing situation. 


Compliance with the Master Plan 

The proposed use in the Cherry Hill Master Plan is for office use. 
Parking is a use associated with that and will partially be used as 
parking for the adjacent building being renovated for offices. 


The Cherry Hill Area Development Committee believes that a well 
landscaped parking lot could be an appropriate interim use. It 
would eliminate vacant, unsightly lots and provide additional 
parking in a tight parking situation. The Committee is, however, 
very concerned about appropriate and substantial landscaping 
which would discourage spill-over parking on the south onto the 
adjacent grassy area at the corner of St. Joseph and 1-496. 


Compliance with Dimensional Criteria

Neighborhood Compatibility 
The surrounding neighborhood is single family residential. The 
proposed development can be made compatible with the 
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neighborhood with proper design and site planning. The site is 
large enough that with provisions of landscaping, screening and 
buffering for the site, especially around buildings and parking, it will 
be possible for the proposed church to exist well with the 
neighborhood; at least from a visual standpoint. 


Character of the Neighborhood 

The essential character of the neighborhood will remain 
residential. However, the long, narrow type of lots that front on 
Turner Street dictate the placement of the church structure on the 
inner portion of the lot. Although the “essential” residential 
character of the neighborhood will not change, there will be a 
shifting of use to the interior of the block which makes more 
efficient use of the property. 


Interference With Use of Adjacent Properties 

The site is large enough to accommodate the proposed use. With 
proper site planning the church use of the property will not interfere 
with the general enjoyment of adjacent properties. 


Improvement to Area and Lot 

The granting of the Special Land Use will allow the developmentof 
a now vacant property. Improvements must be added if the building 
and parking areas are constructed. The sewers serving the 
property, for instance, must be improved. At present there is no 
direct storm sewer outlet for building or parking lot improvements. 


Environmental Concerns 

The use of and activities on the property associated with a church 
should not be hazardous to adjacent residents or property. A 
church is residential in character. 


The Board of Water and Light does have a concern. The Board 
does not object to the church use of the property, however, to 
protect a water well head located nearby, it is asked that 
“sanitation standards for construction be observed.” 


Public Facilities and Services—Availability 

The services and facilities available to the church site are 
adequate with the exception of storm sewers. The Public Service 
Department indicates that there is no direct outlet for building and 
parking lot improvements on the site. In fact, there is no storm 
sewer along Turner or Fairfield. The storm sewer closest to the site 
is along Creston Avenue. Public Service flatly states; “drainage is 
not available to this lot at this time.” 


Public Facilities and Services—Capacity 

As outlined above, the storm sewer capacity may be exceeded by 
the proposed chrch development. Clearly, improvements must be 
made to service the site either for direct storm sewer extension or 
for an on site system of dealing with the storm water. 


All other services should have adequate capacity. The only other 
concern is for a Board of Water and Light water well close to the 
site. However, the Board has no objection to the church as long as 
sanitation standards for construction are observed. 


Compliance With the Master Plan 

The Master Plan specifies residential use of the subject property. A 
church is considered a residential use and complies with the 
Master Plan intent. The property was zoned “B’ Residential District 
in 1980. This was done for the purpose of placing a church on the 
property. This further validates possible church use of the property 
given proper site work and utility availability.

TRANSFER AGENT AND REGISTRATION: Principal and interest 
shall be payable at the principal corporate trust office of 
Manufacturers National Bank of Detroit, Detroit, Michigan, or such 
other transfer agent as the City may hereafter designate by notice 
mailed to the registered owner not less than 60 days prior to any 
change in transfer agent. Interest shall be paid by check mailed to 
the owner as shown by the registration books of the City as of the 
fifteenth (15th) day of the month preceding the interest payment 
date.

WHEREAS, the qualified electors of the City at an election duly 
called and held on August 2, 1988, did by more than the required 
majority of those voting approve the following proposition: 


BOND PROPOSAL FOR THE PROTECTING AND RESTORING 
OF THE ENVIRONMENT 


Shall the City of Lansing, Counties of Ingham and Eaton, borrow the 
principal amount of not to exceed Fifteen Million Dollars 
($15,000,000), and issue its unlimited tax general obligation bonds

WHICH MUST BE AT AMANAGEMENT LEVEL, EQUIVALENT TO 
THE RANK OF POLICE LIEUTENANT OR ABOVE INACITY WITH 
A POPULATION OF AT LEAST ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND 
(100,000). Additionally, the candidate shall have completed 
sixteen quarter hours or equivalent semester hours of college level 
course work in supervisory management. An equivalent combina- 
tion of training and experience in related activities may be 
Substituted for supervisory experience and up to eight quarter 
hours of the required supervisory management course work. 


B. Knowledge and Skills. He or she shall have comprehensive 
knowledge of the principles, practices and methods of local police 
administration, organization and operation, including crime 
prevention; considerable knowledge of the operating procedures 
of police departments and limitations upon departmental authority, 
and of Municipal, County, State and Federal criminal and related 
laws, ordinances and codes. He or she shall have comprehensive 
skill in the application of modern law enforcement principles and 
practices; in the analysis of the community's law enforcement 
needs and developing and implementing plans to satisfy the 
community's needs; in planning, organizing, assigning, coordinat- 
ing, Supervising and inspecting the work of various police divisions;

1278.04 SPECIAL LAND USES. 

(a) All land uses described in this section may be permitted by 
Council in accordance with the procedures and conditions 
described in Chapter 1282, if the conditions described in this 
section for each use are met, and if all Federal, State and local laws 
are met. 

(b) Commercial uses may be permitted on the first floor of an 
off-street parking structure IN A J PARKING DISTRICT, if all of the 
following conditions are met:

1284.13 SCHEDULE OF REQUIRED SPACES. 
The number of minimum parking space per unit of measure within 
each use is as follows: 

(a) Residential. 

(1) One-Family and two-family. Two for each dwelling unit. 
Both parking spaces may be on an approved driveway. If both 
spaces are on an approved driveway, the measurement of the 


- parking spaces shall start five feet inside the property line. 


“Approved driveway” means a driveway as defined in Section 
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1240.03. 

(2) Multifamily. 

A. Dwelling units with two or more bedrooms, two spaces; 

B. Dwelling units with one bedroom, one and one-half spaces; 
and 

C. Efficiency dwelling unit, one space. 

(3) Housing for the elderly. One for each two units and one for 
each employee. If the units are no longer used for housing for the 
elderly, then the requirements in paragraph (a)(2) hereof shall be 
met. 

(4) Trailer park and mobile home court. Two spaces per lot, at 
least one of which to be provided on the lot. To provide the balance 
of this requirement, parking may be provided within 300 feet of all 
lots it is intended to serve. All parking areas shall be clearly defined 
and hard surfaced. 

(5) Boarding or lodging house. One for each boarder or lodger, 
plus one for each employee. 

(6) Functional family. One off-street parking space for each 
vehicle associated with the members of the functional family, but 
not less than two spaces altogether. 

(b) Institutional. 

(1) Church, temple or synagogue. One for each three seats or 
six linear feet of pews in the main unit of worship; 

(2) Hospital. Two for each bed, plus the requirements for 
outpatient facilities and offices as described in paragraph (d)(4) 
hereof, (3) Home for the aged.or convalescent home. One for 
each two beds; 

(4) Schools. 

A. Elementary or junior high school. One for each teacher or 
administrator; additional parking required for an auditorium, as 
described in paragraph (b)(12) hereof; 

B. Senior high schools. One for each teacher or administrator 
and cne for each ten students; additional parking required for an 
auditorium, as described in paragraph (b)(12) hereof; 

C. School auditorium. One for each six seats, as measured by 
the maximum seating capacity in the largest auditorium; 

(5) Day CHILD care FACILITY, day nursery or nursery school. 
One for each employee and one for each ten children, plus three 
passenger vehicle spaces for loading and unloading of children, 

(6) GROUP DAY CARE HOME. ONE EMPLOYEE PARKING 
SPACE, PLUS THREE PASSENGER VEHICLE SPACES FOR 
LOADING AND UNLOADING OF CHILDREN, EITHER ON-SITE 
OR IN LEGAL PARKING AREAS ALONG THE STREET ADJA- 
CENT TO THE HOUSE. 

(7) Private club, lodge hall, trade association or union hall with 
an auditorium. One for each three persons allowed within the 
maximum occupancy load as established by local, County or State 
fire, building or health codes; 

(8) Swimming pool club or similar use. One for each three 
persons allowed within the maximum occupancy load established 
by local, County or State fire, building or health codes; 

(9) Tennis club or similar use. Six for each court, plus one for 
each employee; 

(10) Golf course, except a miniature or par 3 course. Six for 
each golf hole and one for each employee; 

(11) Fraternity or sorority. One for each five active members or 
one for each two beds, whichever is greater; 

(12) Stadium, sport arena or similar place of outdoor assembly. 
One for each three seats; . 

(13) Theater and non school auditorium. One for each three 
seats, plus one for each two employees; and 
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(14) Library, museum or noncommercial art gallery. One for 

every 200 square feet of usable floor area. 
(c) Business and Commercial. 

(1) Planned commercial or shopping center located in any 
commercial district. One for each (110) square feet of usable floor 
area; 

(2) Auto wash. One for each employee, plus fifteen for storage 
of waiting vehicles; for self-serve auto washes, four waiting spaces 
per wash rack; 

(3) Hair stylist shop. Three for each of the first two chairs and 
one and one-half for each additional chair; 

(4) Bowling alley. Five for each bowling lane, plus parking 
required by this section for any bar, restaurant or assembly space 
attached to a bowling alley; 

(5) Dance hall, pool or billiard parlor, roller or ice skating rink, 
exhibition hall or assembly hall without fixed seats. One for each 
three persons allowed within the maximum occupancy load as 
established by the local, County or State fire, building or health 
codes; . 

(6) An establishment selling food consumed either off or on the 
premises. Fifteen, plus one for every sixty square feet of usable 
floor area, plus one for each two employees, based upon the 
maximum employment shift; 

(7) An establishment selling food for consumption only on the 
premises. One for every sixty square feet of usable floor area, plus 
one for each two employees, based upon the maximum employ- 
ment shift; 

(8) An establishment selling food for consumption only off the 
premises. Fifteen, plus one for every sixty square feet of usable 
floor area; 

(9) Furniture and appliance establishment; household 
equipment; repair shop; showroom of a plumber, decorator, 
electrician or similar trade; clothing or shoe repair shop; 
commercial laundry; hardware store; machinery sales establish- 
ment; or other similar uses. Four for each establishment, plus one 
space for every 800 square feet of usable floor area; 

(10) Motor vehicle service station. Two for each bay, plus three 
additional spaces; 

(11) Motor vehicle repair station. Four for each bay, plus five 
addit1 onal spaces; 

(12) Laundromat or coin-operated dry cleaner. One for each 
two washing or dry cleaning machines; 

(13) Miniature or par 3 golf course. Three for each hole, plus 
one for each employee; 

(14) Mortuary establishment. One for each fifty square feet of 
usable floor space, plus one for each three seats or six linear feet of 
pews in the chapel; 

(15) Motel or hotel. One for each occupancy unit, plus one for 
each employee in the largest working shitt, plus space for a dining 
room, ballroom or meeting room as required by paragraphs (c)(5) 
and (7) hereof: 

(16) Motor vehicle sales and service establishment. One for 
each 200 square feet of usable floor space in the salesroom, and 
two for each auto service stall in the service area; 

(17) Open air business establishment other than as described 
in paragraph (c)(13) or (16) hereof. One for every 500 square feet 
of lot area used for retail sales or retail use; 

(18) Studio, such as dance, health, music or other similar place 
of instruction. One for every forty square feet of usable floor area; 

(19) Drive-in theater. One per each customer vehicle, plus one 
for each employee. In addition, ten percent of the total vehicular 
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capacity computed in this paragraph shall be provided as waiting 
spaces. 

(20) Retail store not specifically listed in this section. One for 
every 150 square feet of usable floor area; 

(d) Office. 

(1) Bank. One for every 150 square feet of usable floor area; 

(2) Business office or professional office, except as described 
in paragraph (d)(3) or (4) hereof. One for every 200 square feet of 
usable floor area: 

(3) Drive-in financial institution (bank, savings and loan office, 
credit union). Waiting space equivalent to six spaces for each 
drive-in window, in addition to requirements in paragraph (d)(1) 
hereof; 

(4) Professional office of doctor, dentist or similar medical 
profession; medical center or clinic; outpatient facilities. One for 
every 150 square feet of usable floor area; 

(e) Industrial. 

(1) Industrial or research establishment. Five, plus one space 
for each two employees in the shift which has the greatest number 
of employees. Space on site shall be provided for all construction 
workers during periods of plant construction. 

(2) Wholesale establishment. Five spaces, plus one space for 
each employee in the shift which has the greatest number of 
employees, or one for each 1,700 square feet of usable floor space, 
whichever is greater. 

1294.01 NONCONFORMITY DEFINED; INTENT. 

(a) As used inthis chapter, “nonconformity” means ause, 
structure Or lot which does not conform with a use or dimensional 
provision, or any combination of a use or dimensional provision, of 
this Zoning Code, but which use, structure or lot was lawfully 
established prior to the effective date of the use or dimensional 
provision. 

(b) CERTAIN PROPERTIES THAT DO NOT CONFORM TO 
DIMENSIONAL REQUIREMENTS SHALL HAVE CONFORMING 
STATUS: 

(1) ANY STRUCTURE THAT MEETS ALL DIMENSIONAL 
AND USE REQUIREMENTS (INCLUDING PARKING) EXCEPT 
FOR SETBACK REQUIREMENTS BECAUSE OF PROPERTY 
ACQUISITION BY A GOVERNMENTAL ENTITY. 

(2) LOTS OF RECORD WITH BUILDINGS ON THEM CON- 
TAINING PERMITTED USES LOCATED IN THE A, BOR C 
DISTRICTS. 

(c) A nonconformity may be continued as described in this 
Chapter. 

(d) The intent of this chapter is to: 

(1) Regulate a use, structure or lot, or any combination of use, 
structure or lot, which does not conform to the terms and 
conditions provided in this chapter; and 

(2) Provide flexibility when regulating a nonconformity so as to 
permit resumption, restoration, reconstruction, extension or 
substitution of certain types of nonconformities. 

1294.02 GROUPS OF NONCONFORMITIES. — 
For the purpose of this chapter, each nonconformity shall be 
placed into one of the following groups: 

(a) “Group 1 nonconformity” means a use of a lot with no 
structure, including, but not limited to, mineral extraction, or a use 
of a lot with minor structures, WITH A TOTAL VALUE OF $5000 OR 
LESS, which lot does not conform to the use or dimensional 


provisions, or any combination of the use or dimensional 


provisions, of this Zoning Code. . 
“Minor structure” means a structure having a replacement cost of 
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not more than five thousand dollars ($5,000). 

(b) “Group 2 nonconformity” means a structure, other than a 
building, including, but not limited to, a sign, billboard or fence, 
which structure does not conform to the use or dimensional 
provisions of this Zoning Code. 

(c) “Group 3 nonconformity” means a structure which does not 
and cannot conform to the use or dimensional provisions, or any 
combination of the use or dimensional provisions, of this Zoning 
Code. A Group 3 nonconformity also includes a lot with a building 
on it, which building does not and cannot conform to the use or 
dimensional provisions of this Zoning Code, or any combination of 
the use or dimensional provisions of this Zoning Code. 

(d) “Group 4 nonconformity” means a structure or a lot with a 
building which does not conform, but may be reasonably made to 
conform, to the use or dimensional provisions, or any combination 
of the use or dimensional provisions, of this Zoning Code. 
1294.04 CRITERIA FOR CLASS A STATUS. 

(a) The Planning Board shall, based upon the criteria described 
in this section, approve, approve with conditions or disapprove a 
request for Class A status. 

(b) A nonconformity which is placed in Group 1 shall not be 
granted Class A status. 

(c) A nonconformity which is placed in Group 2 shall not be 
granted Class A status. 

(d) Anonconformity which is placed in Group 3 may be granted 
Class A status if the public health, welfare and safety would be 
served by approving Class A status, except if the following exists: 

(1) The request involves a nonresidential use located on a 
local street AND THE TRANSPORTATION ENGINEER REPORTS 
A NEGATIVE IMPACT. 

(2) The activities associated with the nonconformity generate 
smoke, odor, air pollution, water pollution, vibration, glare or noise 
which is more than the level associated with the uses permitted by 
right in the district in which the nonconformity is located. The 
Planning Division may require the applicant to provide reliable 
technical evidence for fhe purpose of determining the amount of 
smoke, odor, air pollution, water pollution, vibration, glare or noise 
which exists on the lot for which Class A status is being sought. 

(3) The nonconformity does not meet one or more of the 
parking requirements designated in Chapter 1284. However, if an 
applicant provides reliable data to the Planning Division which 
indicates that peak hour parking demand for the use shall not 
exceed the number of parking spaces available during the highest 
intensity of use, then Class A status may be granted. The highest 
intensity of use shall be determined by the Division. 

(e) A nonconformity which is placed in Group 4 shall not be 
granted Class A status, except if the only provision of this Zoning 
Code with which the Group 4 nonconformity fails to conform is one 
or more of the parking requirements designated in Chapter 1284. In 
this case, if the applicant provides reliable data to the Planning 
Division, which data indicate that peak hour parking demand for 
the nonconformity will not exceed the number of parking spaces 
which exist, then as long as all other parking requirements of 
Chapter 1284 are met, Class A status may be granted. The highest 
intensity of use shall be determined by the Division. 

1294.06 CLASS A NONCONFORMITY REGULATIONS. 

(a) A Class A nonconformity may be restored, reconstructed, 
extended or substituted as provided in this chapter. THESE 
ACTIONS MUST JN THE OPINION OF THE PLANNING DIVISION 
BE WITHIN THE ORIGINAL INTENT OF THE FIRST GRANTED 
CLASS A; IN ADDITION, THE INTENSITY OF USE MUST NOT 
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EXCEED THAT OF THE PREVIOUSLY APPROVED CLASS A. A 
Class A nonconformity may be resumed as provided for in Section 
1294.11. 

(b) A Class A nonconformity damaged by fire, explosion, flood, 
erosion or any other catastrophe may be restored or reconstructed 
if the cost of restoration or reconstruction is not more than fifty 
percent of the nonconformity’s pre-catastrophe fair market value. 
lf damage is greater than fifty percent, the restoration or 
reconstruction may be permitted only by the Board of Zoning 
Appeals. 

(c) In the case of a substitution of a Class A nonconformity, 
Planning Board approval, pursuant to the procedures outlined in 
Section 1294.05, is required. Planning Board approval may be 
granted at the discretion of the Board, if the Board determines that 
the new use is placed within the same group of nonconformities as 
the former use, as determined under Section 1294.03. In addition, 
the Board shall determine that the new use is not more intense than 
the former use. 

1294.07 CLASS B NONCONFORMITY REGULATIONS. ~ 
(a) Except as provided in this section, a Class B nonconformity 


shall not be restored, reconstructed, extended, substituted or, 


resumed. 

(b) The Planning Board may permit the substitution or 
restoration of a Class B nonconformity, so long as the cost of 
substitution or restoration is not more than thirty-five percent of the 
fair market value of the Class B nonconformity and the effect of the 
substitution or restoration is not to increase the intensity of the use 
or the exterior physical dimension of the structure. In no such case 
shall the cumulative and total substitution or restoration be more 
than thirty-five percent of the fair market value of the Class B 
nonconformity. Fair market value shall be calculated on the date 
the persen first requests a building permit IS REQUESTED TO 
perform the substitution or restoration. 

(c) AClass B nonconformity damaged by fire, explosion, flood, 
erosion or any other catastrophe may be restored, if the cost of 
restoration is less than fifty percent of the pre-catastrophe fair 
market value. A structure damaged more than fifty percent shall 
not be restored, except in conformity with the provisions of the 
district in which it is located. 

(d) If a Class B nonconformity is damaged by fire, explosion, 
flood, erosion or any other catastrophe, and if, prior to the damage, 
the nonconformity would have been placed as a Group 3 or Group 
4 nonconformity then a request for Class A status may be filed with 
the Planning Division, pursuant to the procedures described in 
Section 1294.05, not more than 365 days after the date of the 
damage. 

(e) In the substitution of use of a Class B nonconformity, 
Planning Board approval, pursuant to the procedures outlined in 
Section 1294.05, is required. Planning Board approval may be 
granted if the Board determines that the new use is within the same 
group of nonconformities as the former use. In addition, the Board 
shall determine that the new use is not more intense than the 
former use. 

(f) AClass B nonconformity may be resumed pursuant to 
Section 1294.1 1(b).

ORDINANCE NO. 828 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND PART 8, SECTION 860.02 OF CHAPTER 860 OF THE 
LANSING CODE OF ORDINANCES FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
EXEMPTING FROM THE REQUIREMENT THAT SHOWS BE

The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That Part 8, Chapter 860 of the Code of Ordinances of 
the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended to be read as follows: 


860.02 LICENSE REQUIRED; APPLICATION; EXCEPTION. 


(a) No person shall sponsor, operate, exhibit or perform, or cause 
to be operated, exhibited or performed, any show in the City without 
first obtaining a license therefor. 


(b) THIS CHAPTER OR ANY OF ITS PROVISIONS SHALL NOT 
APPLY TO ANY SHOW HELD OR SCHEDULED TO BE HELD IN 
THE LANSING CENTER AND/OR THE LANSING CIVIC ARENA. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) days from its 
passage unless given immediate effect by City Council.
